Washington, D.C. to New York City and that at about 10:00 o'clock in 
the evening of March 4, 1949, he had seen JUDITH COPLON brought In custody 
into the New York Office of the F.B.I. and had later there taken possession 
of typewritten papers which he knew to be abstracts from Department of 
■ Justice files. 


Mrs. GERALDINE DeVAUGKN, a housemaid in the service of 
McLean Gardens, Washington, D. C. , deposed that she had cleaned the 
subject's apartment, rooa 135, in Jefferson Ball, McLean Gardens, every 
Friday, that she had seen a typewriter in JUDITH COPLCN's apartment and 
specifically recalled , having seen it there on Friday, February 25, 

1949. 

Special Agent T. SCOTT MILLER, JR. of the New York Office 
was contacted telephonically from the Office of the United States 
Commissioner, LAWRENCE, and after being Identified by ,> voice by SA 
H. DUDLEY PAYNE, Agent MILLER deposed that he' had taken the afore- 
mentioned documents from the subject's purse. 

On the basis of these depositions. Commissioner LAWRENCE 
thereupon issued a search warrant. Commissioner's Docket #2, Case

A surveillance of subject's residence was discontinued after 
the completion of the search at 6:40 PiM., March 5, 1949.

On March 5, 1949, from 7:50 to 8:35 P. M., Mr. A. HARRY BECKER 
was interviewed by Special Agents STANLEY T. BLASZSK and JOHN E. HOWARD 
at the Washington Field Office. 

Mr. A. HARRY BECKER stated he was employed as Chief of Ad- 
ministrations Branch, Litigation and Administrative Division, Bureau 
of Law, Federal Communications Commission, Washington, D. C. He stated 
that he first became acquainted with, subject JUDITH C0PL0N either late in 
1943 or early in .1944 through his sister, SARAH BECKER. He stated his 
sister, SARAH BECKER, was employed with JUDITH C0PL0N in the Antitrust 
Division, -Department of Justice, in New .York City. 

' Mr. BECKER, stated that his relationship with JUDITH C0PL0N 
while in New York was purely social- and that it was limited to two din- 
ner engagements. ,He stated that his social connection with JUDITH C0P- 
L0N continued in Washington, D. C., and that in September 1945 -while 
living at Buckingham, 4365 North Pershing Drive, Arlington Virginia, 
he recalls definite^ that she visited at this address on one occasion 
and possibly on two or three others. It is to be noted that while 1 
BECKER -lived in Buckingham, HAROLD SHAPIRO occupied an apartment in 
the same court and may .have met subject at his, BECKER's apartment. 

He feels sure that on at least ono occasion SHAPIRO, C0PLCN and his 
sister, SARAH, were at his apartment at the same tine. Th5.s might have 
been at a surprise birthday party tendered him b;, his wife on his birth- 
day May 6, 1946. 

* * t 

Since residing at his present address, C0PL0N has been in his 
apartment on two or three occasions. In addition to this, SHAPIRO, 

C0PIX)N and, Mr. and Mrs. BECKER have been out together on several occa- 
sions. He recalls that they were together on New Year’s Eve and be- 
lieved that SHAPIRO and CCPL0N had been at his apartment on one occa- 
sion- since then. Ho did not remember just when this was but believes 
that it was within the last six weeks and more than two weeks ago. 

The last tine that he saw C0PL0N was on Tuesday, March 2, 

1949* This meeting took place at SHAPIRO' s apartment ’.here he had 
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gone in response to an engagement to play gin rummy. Cn this occasion^ 
CCPLCII was not feeling well and had fixed dinner .for herself and SHAPIRO 
at the latter’s apartment and 'had stayed on afterwards working on her 
paper for her Master’s Degree. During the course of the interview, 
BECKER recalled .a conversation that took place on this evening wherein 
COPLOK had expressed concern over the FBI having her phone tapped and 
had asked him what he knew about such activities on the part of the 
FBI. BECKER asked subject what her concern was about such activities 
on the part of the FBI and she asked if they would listen to a dirty 
story whereupon BECKER replied that they were looking for something 
bigger than that if they had somebody’s phone tapped. BECKER stated 
that subject mentioned hearing clicking and humming noises on her tele- 
phone and BECKER replied that it was probably her imagination. 

BECKER advised that it had come to his attention, probably 
through his sister, that within the last few months COPLCN has been 
making frequent trips to New York City. He stated that although her 
family lives in New York that ho did not believe, and had no information 
to indicate, that prior to trie past few months she had gone to New York 
other than several times a year when she would visit her family, gener- 
ally over a holiday or during the holiday seasons. BECKER stated that 
he knows SHAPIRO went to New York with CCPLON over the Inaugural week- 
end and that she had gone to New York, the,.prev!ous weekend, but not 
with SHAPIRO, He stated also that COPLCN went to New York over the 
Washington’s Birthday weekend. 

In telling of his background of knowledge concerning COPLON’s 
activities and trips, he stated that he is sure that had she made fre- 
quent trips to New York prior to the past several months, his sister 
would have called this to the attention of either himself or hi,s wife. 

He advised further that COPLCN and SHAPIRO have only been going together 
regularly for about three or four months and that prior to the time 
SHAPIRO started going steady with COPLCN, he spent most of his week- 
ends with the BICKERS, Since he started going with COPLON, he has 
been spending approximately every other weekend at the BECKERS, call- 
ing them and telling them that COPLON had gone to New York. BECKER 
stated that LCJJ^!0SES , who is employed by the -Federal Housing Admin- 
istration, 18th and F streets, N. mentioned to him that he had 
met COPLON on the train from New York after the Washington Birthday 
weekend. 

In attempting to summarize his impression of COPLON, .BECKER 
stated that she impressed him as being a very bright, mixed-up, con- 
fused-thinking girl who doesn't know what she wants and has never 
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been happy in her work. She has been constantly telling SHA EIEfl-and 
SARAH BECKE R that she was going to quit her job and go back to New York, 
he recalled an incident that illustrates her confusion in that during 
the summer of 1948 she sold all of her furniture in order to make a trip 
to Europe to see' sooe nan whose identity is unknown to BECjp gL.. In this 
connection, he advised that the only nan he has ever known COFLON to 
keep conpany with -is SHAPIRO but he had heard that she was snitten 
heavily by a soldier stationed in the Arctic with the Amy. He thought 
perhaps that his sister would know nore about COFLON 1 S love affairs. 

On one occasion BECKER'S sister told hin that COFLON had nen- 
tioned to her that the reason she was not getting along better at work 
was that her employer was aware that she had lived or rooned at the 
hone of an individual who ran a second-hand store on 7th Street who 
was far to the left and possibly .a Coanunist. He stated that this was 
the only indication that COFLON ever gave hin that she night be nore 
aware of political matters than the ordinary person night be. From 
her general conversation, BECKER stated that she would be classified 
as a liberal. He stated that she never did anything or said anything 
that would indicate disloyalty to the United States, and as far as he 
knows, prior to her arrest, SHAPIRO had no reason to question her 
loyalty. 


BECKER stated that his sister, SARAH, had on occasion made 
remarks which indicated to him that she had some doubt as to COPLON's 
morals and often commented that COFLON was too sophisticated for SHA- 
PIRO. He concluded by stating that he would hate to think that she 
was capable of or stupid enough to do the things that he understood 
from the newspapers she has been accused of having done. 


BECKER advised that he has known SHAPIRO for several years and 
at the present time considers him one of his closest friends. He was 
asked concerning other associates of COPLON's and stated that the only 
person whom he could think of wh o night b e in a position to fu rnish in - 
formation concerning her-was-one -j | whose maiden nam e wafeJ I '

From 4*40 P. M, to 6:10 P. M. on March 5, 1949, Miss SARAH 
BECKER was interviewed in the Washington Field Office by Special Agents 
ROBERT K. McQUEEN and EDWARD F. HUMMER. 

Miss BECKER advised that she was acquainted with JUDITH COPLON 
since 1943 when both^ were employed by the Department of Justice at New 
York City. Miss BECKER, herself, entered on duty with the Department 
February 1943 at Washington and was transferred in May 1943 to New York 
City. Her transfer to New York was made permanent in September 1943. 

Her acquaintance with the subject in New York wasa friendly 
one as she and Miss C CPLON lunched' together and worked on one assignment 
together, namely, the Niros ta Corporation case involving patent-holding 
corporations in the United States controlled by the German Krupp inter- 
ests. Miss COPLON did the- final editing of 'the report while Miss BECKER 
did the research'. While in New York, Miss BECKER saw the subject every 
day. Miss BECKER added that she never went out socially with the sub- 
ject at night but was aware that the subject resided in Brooklyn with 
her parents. 

Miss BECKER met the subject's sister-in-law SHIRLESjcOPLON , 
but never met the subject's parents. She was aware that the subject 
had a brother, BERTRAM^COPLON, and also was aware from, subject's con- 
versation that subject had an aunt living with her. Miss BECKER fur- 
ther advised that from conversations with the subject, she was aware 
that the subject's father had been ill for some - time . suffering from a 
brain disorder. From further conversation Miss BECKER's. impression is 
that the subject's father operated either a, toy agency or had been a 
toy manufacturer ' and that the brother took over this business upon 
his discharge from the armed forces. As far as Miss BECKER is concerned, 
the subject's brother was a sergeant and she does not know of any over- 
seas assignment he may have had.’ 

Concerning the subject, Miss, BECKER tf&idtfi&d/ that she did 
not have to support her family, that she dressed rather plainly and 
at no time indicated she was hard up for funds , ' -In ' ’ ' 
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Concerning her close friends in Ne w York. Miss .BECKER st ated 
that the subjec t was closely ass ociated withl . .!> whose b6

who is now practicing lav: in New York City. Miss BECKER stated that 
COPLON entered on duty with the Department of Justice in July 1943# 
being a recent graduate from Barnard in the previous June. COPLCN 
worked in New York until the winter of 1945. Following COPLON 1 s 
transfer to Washington, Miss BECKER stated that the subject resided 
in an apartment on Tunlow Road where she lived. Miss BECKER recalled 
visiting the subject at Tunlow Apartments approximately three times. 


Concerning this apartment, Miss BECKER stated the subject 
typed there, however, she never saw the subject type and never saw the 
typewriter. Subject went to American University, studying for an M.A. 
Degree. As far as Miss BECKER knows, subject was interested in inter- 
national relations and political science and completed her academic 
courses for her Master's Degree but has not written a thesis. It is 
her understanding the subject entered American University in the fall 
of 1945 and attended for approximately one and a half years. Profes- 
sor PITTMAN POTTER of American University was her faculty advisor and 
would know the subject matter of her thesis. 

“v 

Concerning the subject's present residence in McLean Gardens, 
• Miss, BECKER stated that she never visited this apartment. Since com- 
ing to Washington Miss BECKER has lunched with the subject three or 
four times in the last two years but is still considered a friend of 
the subject but not necessarily her closest friend. Miss BECKER 
stated she could not give the names of any other friends of the sub- 
ject as she has never met them. However, on occasions, the subject 
did confide to Miss BECKER telling her about her expected surgery 
which she subsequently underwent at Garfield Hospital in the spring 
of 1946. Miss BECKER further advised that the subject had been going 
to doctors in Now York City and took a series of tests in New York 
hospitals. Subject never complained about being hard pressed to pay 
medical bills. 
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Concerning the last social engagement with the subject Miss 
BBC Jim stated that she saw the subject at a New Year's 'Party with her 
escort, HAROLD SHAPIRO . She stated that SHAPIRO was very fond of the 
subject /"but was not , of f iclally engaged to her. Miss BECKER stated it 
was her impression, based on conversation with subject, that she did 
hot consider marrying SHAPIRO' and In 'fact, went out with other men, 
whom she could not name. 


Concerning SHAPIRO, Miss BECKER stated that he and the sub- 
ject became acquainted and started going together approximately three 
months ago. Before that time the two had occasional dates. Miss 
BECKER did not know, howeyer, whether SHAPIRO went out with other girls 
but was aware of the fact that the subject went out with o ther men. 
Sbme of her close friends and associates in Washington are I I

Concerning the, outside activities and hobbies and, interests 
of the subject. Miss BECKER stated the subject, was interested in the 
modern dance and photography; that she owned an expensive camera, the 
exact make she could not recall and was very serious- about photography, 
however. Miss BECKER never knew the subject to be interested in copy- 
ing documents with a camera and has never seen the subject's photo album; 
further, the subject has taken tennis lessons and has read many books. 
Miss BECKER considers the subject to be an intelligent well read per- 
son whcm others might well call an intellectual or intelligentsia type. 


Concerning any organization to which the subject may have 
belonged. Miss BECKER stated she does not know of any; that the sub- 
ject did not belong to any sorority; that the subject never went 
around the Jev/ish Community Center in Washington and further, was not a 
religious person and did not attend to her religious obligations. She 
often went to the movies and possessed a sizeable record album of 
good music. 

i • » i 

Concerning her travels, Miss BECKER stated the subject went 
to New York at least once a month for the past year but would not say 
her trips to New York were weekly. So far as Miss BECKER, was .con- 
cerned, the purpose of the trips to New York was to visit subject's 
parents. Subject went to, Europe in May 1948, and returned in July 
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of the same year, visiting Switzerland and Italy. She flew over by 
plane and cane back on a ship. The purpose of the trip according to 
Misa JBECKER was one of vacation and the subject went alone. While 
abroad ,~""tKe* subject bought gifts for her parents and even brought a 
gift for her. Miss BEXJKER. 

Concerning the cost of the trip and the source of funds for 
the trip, Miss BECKER advised that it was her impression that the cost 
cane fron, subject's savings, as Miss BECKER stated that she herself 
could make such a trip out of her o?m savings if she so desired. Miss 
BECKER further stated that this assumption of hers was based on the 
fact that she never knew the subject to be hard pressed for funds or 
to support her family and all money she retained or spent on herself 
was her own salary.' Miss BECKER knew of no outside incone earned by 
the subject and the subject did not receive money from her family. 

Miss BECKER further advised that the subject had a friend Jin 
•France who arranged hotel accommodations and travel accommodations but 
whose name she could not recall. 

' Politically, Miss BECKER' stated that subject was a Democrat 
and favored the re-election of President TRUMAN and she never mentioned 
the candidacy of HENRI A. WALLACE. Miss BECKER has engaged the subject ■ 
in conversation concerning current events and developments of the tines. 
She stated that from her conversation the subject was in favor of the 
United Nations but on the other hand never mentioned pro or con the 
Marshall Plan, Universal Military Training, the blockade of Berlin 
or any subject which Communists universally oppose the current Ameri- 
can policy. In fact. Miss BECKER stated, the subject seemed to avoid 
controversial subjects, especially conversation regarding the loyalty ■ 
program. She seemed to be Overly cautious and particularly did not 
want to give the impression to any one that she might be disloyal to 
this government. > ' ' 

Concerning the publicity in- the papers during the past year 
regarding revelations made by ELIZABETH T^ENTLEY and WHITTAKER' CHAMBERS , 
Miss BECKER stated that the name of NORMANaBURSLER was mentioned in the 
papers 1 and Miss BECKER stated that she wal[acquainted with BURSLER as 
he started her out on one assignment in ahe Department of Uustice. La- 
ter, he went overseas and Miss' BECKER has not seen him for some time. 

Miss COPLON knew him in the sane office in New York. the publicity 
regarding BURSLER broke in ‘the papers, Miss COPLON called her. Miss 
BECKER, up and said, “What do you think of that nan?" , Miss BECKER ex- 
pressed surprise at the news as did Miss COPLON. 
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Further concerning the subject’s political perusasions,Miss 
BECKER stated that she had been advised by others that while at Barnard 
College the subject was a member of a "liberal or radical" group and 
there were rumors to the effect that this fact prevented the subject 
from becoming a member of Phi Beta Kappa National Honorary Society, 
M^asJBECKER«4.ndicated that she thought the college yearbook would dis- 
close the college groups to which the subject belonged. Miss BECKER 
gathered from conversation with the subject that the subject's father 
was a Republican with whom the subject differed politically, 

Concerning the subject's background, Miss BECKER stated that 
it is her further understanding that subject's parents were both born 
in the United States and that a ■ grandparent . on her father's side par- , 
ticipated in the American Civil War, She has never known the subject 
by any other name and has never heard the subject mention having rela- 
tives in any European country, especially those behind the' Iron Curtain, 
Subject's family consists of her mother and father, her brother and 
the subject and an aunt who lives with then. Is fact, Miss BECKER 
cannot recall the subject's ever mentioning Russia or Russian foreign 
policy. 

Concerning a motive for the subject's furnishing confiden- 
tial' information, Miss BECKER stated there is nothing in her character to 
, suggest that the subject could be bribed, the subject has never been 
pressed for funds and has never borrowed any money from Miss BECKER or 
any one else to her knowledge. Subject's moral reputation is good as 
far as she knows; she never knew the subject to live with any one as 
man and wife and further never knew her to stay at a man's home Over- 
night. 

, Concerning further friends and associates, Miss BECKER stated 
the subject has kept up acquaintances with former college classmates. 
While employed in the same office in New York, Miss BECKER stated' it 
was not common to take office work. home at night to be returned in 
the morning and she has never known the subject to take office .work 
home in Washington. Miss BECKER has never been approached- by the 
subject to furnish any confidential information to her and this ap- 
applieslto the American Red Cross where Miss BECKER is, currently em- 
ployed. 

Concerning SHAPIRO. Miss BECKER stated she first met him a 
few years ago, but' to her knowledge, SHAPIRO and the. subject have been 
going together since about Christmas,' 1948. ' 
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MlssJ gECKER. last talked to the subject in regard to SHAPIRO 
about one "monttt ago* She last talked to the subject on Thursday, 

March 3, at which tine the subject told her that she, the subject, 
was going to New York. Miss BECKER stated her own brother, AjuiiARRY 
BE CKER . 3700 Massachusetts Avenue, N. W., is a friend of HAROLD SHA- 
PIRO. Mis3 BECKER stated she has no knowledge whether the subject 
ever attended any embassy social gatherings in Washington and had no 
knowledge of any acquaintance the subject had with any persons con-,-v 
nected with the United Nations. Miss BECKER never saw the "Daily \ 
Y/orker", "New Masses" or any Communist literature in the possession ] 
of the subject. She further knows of no groups the subject is asso- 
ciated with in Washington or in New York. Subject's mother and 
father are her natural parents and there is no step-father or step- 
mother involved.

As previously stated. Miss BECKER said the subject seemed 
very sensitive toward the loyalty prograa and gave Miss BECKER the im- 
pression that she, the subject, did not want to get involved with any- 
thing that would question her loyalty, in fact, the subject seemed to 
be more sensitive toward the loyalty prograa than any other person 
Miss BECKER knows. 


Concerning her own background, Miss BECKER stated that she 
was born April 29, 1911 at Milwaukee, Wisconsin. He father is ABRAHAM 
BECKER, 72 years of age, born in Lithuania and who entered the United 
States about 1901. Her. nother is ANNA BECKER, born in Lithuania, and 
is residing with her husband in Milwaukee, YJisconsin. Miss BECKER 
has the following brother and sisters: 

Brother, SAMUEL BECKER, New York City, engaged in the 
private practice of law with the firm of Becker, Berman 
and Odell j Brother, A. HARRY BECKER, 3700 Massachusetts

ment with the Foreign Agents, Registration Service, but which J&asUUJNIS--. 
understood to be proper to COPLON 1 s concern with the internal security 
matters. It was ANNIS 1 ' understanding that COPLON handled a certain 
amount of internal security work as a necessary correlative to her Foreign 
Agents Registration Service employment, / 

Shortly after * Mis s l ANNIS had visited COPLON at the Justice 
Department, COPLON came to the State Department office and talked with 
ANNIS and one BRADLEY PATTERSON who is in SSR (Policy. Registry Branch, 

Ihe Office of the Secretary; in the. State Department. This visit was 
in line with COPLON's employment -in the Justice Department and Miss 
ANNIS recalled that .she. stayed for lunch and that COPLON, BRADLEY '

COPLON advised Miss ANNIS that she was' interested in obtaining employment 
at the State Department .at New York City.

'Mrs. ANNE •'?, COMANDURAS, 2£21 South Adems Street, Arlington, 
Virginia, advised tthat^she is .employed in the ‘Political Activities Branch 
of the Department of State, Room 412, Annex $1, 23rd and E Streets, n.w. 
She advised that her horse telephone is Oxford 0?25>. 

Mrs. COMANDURAS stated that shells employed in the section'which 
is headed b y Chief of Section Mr. CARROLL HAWKINS. She stated that I 
| | who acted as Assistant to the Chief of Section, was also her 

superior in that he was Senior Analyst in their office, which is in the 
division of the Office of Intelligence Research. She mentioned that this 
division was international and .^functional intelligence, and its scope 
encompassed all world-wide intelligence. 



Mrs. COMANDURAS stated that Miss HELEN EVANS was employed in that 
offioe in the capacity of Secretary and that Miss JUDITH GRUNFELD, a Ph.D., 
was also employed in the office. 

Mrs. COMANDURAS stated that she first became acquainted with Miss 
COPLON when she was instructed by her former superior and the former Chief 
of their section in the State Department, LOUIS NEMZER, to go to the De- 
partment of Justice and review files there which ho had arranged to have 
made available for her. Mrs. COMANDURAS stated that upon going to the 
Department of Justice, she was greeted by the people in the Fore ign Agents. 
Registration Act Section, and as she recalls, it was I I who welcomed 

hep and thereafter introduced her to Miss COPLON. She felt that this was 
in March or April 1948. She advised that she found Miss COPLON at that 
time to be unusually pleasant and extremely personable. She. stated that she 
was amazed at the cooperative attitude evidenced by that section at the 
Department of Justice in which Miss COPLON worked. She recalled that she 
joined the mockers of the Foreign Agents Registration Act Section for lunch. 
She stated that nothing other than informal ooment was carried on, as she 
Recalls, and she is certain that no political discussions were entered into. 
Mrs. COMANDURAS said ‘that she felt the unusual cooperative attitude on the 
ipart of all those in Justice with whom she had contact was the result of an 
•‘expression of appreciation for her superior, Mr. NEMZER, who had requested 
her to go there. She added that Mr* NEMZER was formerly associated with the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act section in the department of Justice prior 
to his employment with the Department of State. She advised that Mr. NEMZER 
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had frequently, prior to her visit to the Justice -Department, ' commented 
favorably on the ability of Miss COPLON a nd she recalls that he expressed 
himself favorably concerning I 
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Although she was unable to recall b7C 


other persons of t hat section*Tvnon she night have met, she felt that she 
met af land a ^ r * WLBX* She remarked that if she did not meet 


those two gentlemen, she does recall their names* 


As a result of this first contact, Mrs. COMANDURAS stated that 
she felt it was proper for her to contact MissT^LON over the telethon©, 
and she recalls that she did contact Miss COFLON several times subsequent 
to her first meeting* She said she could not recall having met Miss 
COPLON in person only on one other occasion, and that was when the group 
at the State Department with who m Mr* NE'MZER was working decided to have a 
farewell luncheon for him at the C^clc^'Hut^’on 11th Street, and in doing 
so, had invited his ^friends from the Department of Justice* She mentioned 
that Miss COPLON iyas present at this luncheon and that she recalls now that 
she exchanged pleasantries with Miss COPL ON* She sai d that after tho 
luncheon, as she recalls, Miss COFLON and I I walked with her to 

Garfinckel's, where "she had some purchases to make* She said she can re- 
call that .incident because she was planning her wedding at the time, and 
she recalls well that the wedding was about the seme time that Mr. NEMZER 
left for Ohio State University. She said that this was in about September 
cf 1948* 


The third time that she stated she contacted Miss COPLON was at 
the request of Mr* BAXTER in the State Department* She advised that he 
asked her for information on the Greek-Turkey-Iran problem and that she 
felt Miss COPLON would bo of assistance and telephonically requested in- 
formation concerning this matter. She said that Miss COPLON later advised 
after searching her records that she had no information of value and accord- 
ingly, Mrs* COMANDURAS said that she had to resort to State Department 
records for the information requested by Mr* BAXTER* 

Mrs. COMANDURAS mentioned that perhaps she might have pic ked up 
the phone from time to time when Miss COPLON would bo calling for i 
and that if she did so, she would pass the time of day with Miss COPLON* 
Always, she said. Miss COPLON was friendly and very pleasant* 

About the middle of December 1948, she said Miss COPLON called 
her and statod that she was sending for her attention several copies of 
"Russky Golos' 1 , the Russian language newspaper, and other material, which 
Mrs* COMANDURAS ■ did not recall, whioh she. Miss COPLON, felt would be of 
interest to Mr* NEMZER when he arrived at the State Department during his 
Christmas vacation. Mrs* COMANDURAS .stated that Mr* NEMZER, being a 
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Consultant at the State Department, cane there during his Christnas vaoation 
to do special consultant , ■work. Upon his arrival, she said, he reviewed the 
material that Kiss COPLON had sent him at the State Department,, and she, 

Mrs* COMANDURAS, stated she recalled that ho ■was extremely pleased with Miss 
COPLON’s thoughtfulness. She said that she recalled there was a ^dividing 
up' 1 of work in that section and that the work given Mr, NEMZER necessitated 
additional research and she recalls NEMZER at that tine requested her to 
contact Miss COPLON in Justice to ascertain if she could supply the desired 
information. She said that the information, as she recalls, concerned the 
National Council of Americen-Sbviet Friendship* She said she recalled that 
Miss COPLON received this request and that she later called her and stated 
the desired information that she had developed for Mr* NEMZER* * 


Mrs* COMANDURAS stated that Miss COPLON never contacted her nor 
did she recall anyone ever mentioning that Miss COPLON asked for information 
from their' section in the State Department, Furthermore, she said she had 
never been instructed by anyone at any time ever to do work that would be 
for or could be used in the section of Justice where Miss COPLON was employed. 


Mrs, COMANDURAS stated that, because of her position, she actually 
works for all th e people in h er section* She said that she frequently does 
special work for[_ ~ 
for .the Chi of , Mr 


Miss GRUNFELD, and at times, does special w$>rk 
HAWKINS, $he stated that Miss EVANS .is the office 
stenographer for the above mentioned peoples Never, she said, did she gather 
the impression from any of the work that she did for the above people that 
said work was in any way connected xsith an intelligence matter which in her 
mind could be used to the advantage of a foreign power* She mentioned in 
passing that the work performed by Miss GRUNFELD chiefly concerned activities 
of women's organizations throughout the world. She mentioned that Mr, HAYiKIKS 
had such a variety of wor k that fr equently his duties were outside the .section. 
Because of this, she said. l I seemed to have the greater portion of the 

work of the section* She said that he was charged with the World Federation 
of Trade Unions and interna tional organ izations of a general .miscellaneous 
nature* She mentioned that l I reviewed the work that she had con- 
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servatively referred to as Junior Political Anal yst, 
•that she would not know the number of times thatl 


Mrs* COMANDURAS stated 


would contact Miss 


COPLON* ^ho stated that due to the arrangement of the offices, it would 
be entirely possible for i I to use his phone unbeknownst to her on calls 

he would make. She stated that the physical setup of the offioes was such 
that Mr, HAWKINS had a private room, that she and Miss EV ANS, the secretary. 


had a second room, and that Miss GRUNFELD and 


occupied the third 


room* Although the telephone was on a switch extension, she said that[ 


could use an unoccupied line without indicating to her the nature of his call* 
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She said that she gathered from remarks made bv l I t hat ho was particularly 

friendly with Miss COPLON and she recalls that he made engagements with Miss 
COPLON for lunohoon and dinner*. She said that this did not surpise her, 
however, because she recalls that Mr. NKMZEft als o seemed to be particularly 
friendly with Miss COPLON, and he,*"ffiko | 1 indicated great admiration 

for Miss COPLON* s ability. 


Mr s . C OMAND URA .S stated that she began work at the State Department 
in February of 1948VoKe stated that at that time, she first met Mr. NEMZER. 
From then until his aotivo severance with the section in September 1948, she 
stated that she 'grew to know him very well and developed an unusual respect 
for the nan’s integrity and his ability. She described him as an unusually 
courageous person. She said that he was ”one who saw the problem white ijf 
it were white and black if it were black. In describing Mr. NEMZER, she 
said that it would be hard for her to believe that NEMZER would be duped by 
anyone, particularly a Communist. She stated that it was* difficult for her 
to believe that NEMZER could knowingly associate with Miss COPLON if he knew 
that she was involved as it appears at the present time. M rs. CCMAKPURA S 
mentioned that although she was' not as well acqua inted with I I that 

over this brief period she had gained respect for i I ability and his 

approach to his -work. She stated that ho was industrially honest, in her 
opinion. She said th at she d id not know the nature of the contacts had be- 
tween Miss COPLON and| I but she could not beliove that l I would 


assist anyone who was definitely un-American and sympathetic to a foreign 
country. 


Mrs. COMANDU RAS stated that from the discussions she had with %. 
NEMZER and I I she cannot recall any political issues' being involved 

other than perhaps general comment regarding items of the day. She said that 
she never gained the impression from either of those two gentlemen that they 
wore anything but solid American citizens and patriots. 


Mrs. COMANDURAS' said that she did recall that Mr. NEMZER once, 
while talking to Miss COPLON, indicated by subsequent conversations to her 
that Miss COPLON had made a trip to Europe. She said that she recalled later 
that she once answered the phone, that Miss COPLON was on the phone, and that 
she at that time asked Miss COPLON how she enjoyed her trip to Europe. She 
stated that Miss COPLON, like anyone else, waxed enthusiastic about the sights 
and her voyage home. 

Mrs. COMANDURAS stated that she was definitely aghast at the reports 
in the paper concerning Miss COPLON. She added that at first she was wondering 
if Miss COPLON was being used by some intelligence agency in the United States 
to catch :a spy. She said her first thought, was perhaps she was being used by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
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Mrs* COMANDCRA S stated that she read all- the Sunday papers and 
that she c oncluded fron'hll the press comment that Miss’' COPLOH nust have' 
been doing something definitely wrong, She added, however, , that in the 
light of the information in the papers concerning Miss COPLON, she still 
does not know nor can she recall anything that has happened as far as she 
hnovs, that would .reflect in any way that Miss COPLON might be engaged 
in such activities. Mrs. COMdUilWRAS stated that the thought never occurred 
to her that Miss COPLON might bo exceeding her authority when passing 
on information from the Department of Justice. She added that she was 
certain that she, Mrs. COMANDURAS, would not have gone to Miss COPLON for 
information had it not been for Mr. NEMZSR and subsequent assurance from 

I I that Miss COPLON was the best source in that section, the 

Foreign Agents Registration Act Section,

Mrs. COMANMJRAS, during the interview, evidenced a cooperative 
and truthful manifestation of her contacts with Miss COPLON. She willingly 
agreed to give this office a signed statement when time was available. She 
volunteered that she was anxious in view of her position to make available to 
this office any information that would indicate collaboration between Miss 
COPLON and members of her section.

On March 5, 1949, Mr. NATHAN B. .LENVIN was interviewed by Special 
Agent CQURTLAND J. JONES in his office, Room 2220 U,S, Department of Justice 
Building. 

Mr. LSNVIN stated he Is employed as attorney .in the Department of 
Justice and is the only remaining attorney assigned to the Alien Registration 
Act matters. In addition to his employment with the Department of Justice, 
LSNVIN is a law professor at Howard University, Washington, D.C, 

Mr, LSNVIN advised that Mr. WILLIAM FOLEY is the chief of the For- 
eign Agents Registration Act Section of the Department of Justice and also is 
chief of the Internal Security Section, This section occupies five or six 
rooms along the 2200 corridor. The Foreign Agents Registration Act Section 
today .is comprised of only two Individuals, Mr. LENVIN and JUDITH COPLON. 

All. other individuals in the section, with the exception of a stenographer, 
Miss ETTA TAYLOR, work on internal security patters. 


LSNVIN advised that since July of 1945 he has been employed as an 
attorney In the Foreign Agents Registration Act Section and that originally 
there were eight or ten attorneys so employed and there were also ten to 15 
individuals employed as political analysis experts. The personnel decreased 
over a period of years until th ere was only himself employed as an attorney 
and COPLON and | l employed as political analysts. . About a year 
ago' 


lie ft the Department and obtained employment with the De- 


partment of State. Since that time COPLON and LENVIN have done all the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act work. Although one is an attorney and the 
other an analyst, they have divided the globe into two sections and each 
attends to one half 'the harth in so far as foreign agents' being properly 
registered .is concerned. 
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When the staff was larger, the attorneys worked in one room and the 
political analysts had their own room. After the resignation of I 
COPLON had an office to herself, it being Room 2220. LENVIN occupied desk space 
in Room 2222 until approximately the middle of February, 1949, at which time he 
was moved into the same room with COPLON. LENVIN remarked that although he and 
COPLON get along they are not friendly and they have had a nuaber of bitter 
quarrels, LENVIN resents C0PI/)N's criticism of his dictation and COPLON has 
complained that LENVIN speaks loudly and otherwise gets, on her nerves. 
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In regard to the official duties of COPLON, LENVIN related that 
as an analyst she is expected to read newspapers and publications and clip 
items of interest. She also reviews original and supplemental Alien Registra- 
tion Act statements for errors in form and content. Both LENVIN arid SOPLON 
utilize the services of Miss ETTmATLOR, a stenographer in Room 2216, who 
does all the foreign Agents Registration Act work. There is a clerk who is 
the custodian of the -Foreign Agents Registration. Act files which are available 
to the public who hras identified by Mr. XENVIN as Mrs. ULED j^ELDRED, Room 2218, 

LENVIN expressed great surprise that COPLON had been arrested and 
said that he could hardly believe that she was guilty of the allegation. He 
said that recently one NORMAN BURSLER testified before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities concerning Communist matters. BURSLER was formerly 
employed by the Department and while In Washington dropped by to visit with 
old acquaintances. He came to see JUDITH COPLON who expressed great indigna- 
tion after his departure that anyone having a red tinge should visit people 
holding responsible positions in the Department of Justice. It was LENVIN* s 
impression that COPLON felt that BURSLER should have shown greater discretion 
than to cast reflections on other individuals through his associations. 

Conc erning friend s of COPLON, LENVIN said that her only close' girl bf 
associate is a | I whom he had met at a house warming in the apart- 

ment of HAROLD SHAPIRO on R Street several weeks ago. In regard to men as- b7C 
scciates, LENVIN said that he was not aware of any particular man that COPLON >• 
has dated but he has observed that she appears to be a .friend of HAROLD 
SHAPIRO, an attorney in the Justice Department. He commented to the best of 
his knowledge individuals in the Department arranged for COPLON and SHAPIRO 
to meet since they are both single. Their acquaintance began some four or 
five months ago and LENVIN did not know the degree of friendship between the 
two.

1948, He stated when he camo to the Department of Justice andwas assigned 
to the Foreign Agents Section, JUDITH COPLON was employed in the section at 
that time. He said he occupied an office adjacent to hers. Istated 
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. due to the difference in ^personalities, he and JUDITH COPLON did no 
friendly. He described tx-^r attitude in the office as being reserved 
somewhat moody. 

He stated on occasions due to the relationship of political ana 
to attorney he and COPLOlJ had to discuss the legal effect of laws and regulit 
tions on their work. Dujring these discussions he never got the impression th 
she W33 pro-Communist or pro-Russian but did secure the impression that she 
could be classified as a liberal. He stated ho attributed these ideas to 
her educational background, having attended Barnard College of Columbia 
University. From his contacts with her, he gained the impression that she 
was very industrious as observed her constantly reading or typing. He 
noted during the course o f their acquaintance that she was an excellent 
typist. He also observe# that COPLON frequently spoke over the telephone 
to individuals, the identities of whoa he had no way of knowing. He stated 
in the course of passing 'by her desk he observed her copying from files 
.abstracts and newspapers^ but stated this was part of her d uties and there- 1 
fore he was not suspicious of her activities.’ ] LstatAd ho 

not observe her typing any extra copies or did hslcnow of her requesting any 
extra copies of typists or stenographers, stated that during 

the time of their acquaintance he did not .observe her taking any material 
home or observe her, bring any material back to the office. He stated he did 
not know of anyone in. the section who took any material hose. He stated he 
did not know of .her giving any unauthorized information to anyone. 

I U Stated that the security regulations of the office 

required that all material in the section be loefefedd or placed in cabinet 
drawers before leaving tie© office. He stated he gained the distinct imores- 
sion that JUDITH COPLON regarded .the security regulations as “silly'* but 
could furnish no specific statement made by COPLON which gave him that 
Impression.

1 Mrs. L0NG1EY who resides at 902 Plover Avenue, Takoma Park, 
Maryland, is a docket clerk in the Fraud Section, Claims Division, United 
States -Department of Justice . She has been associated with the Department 
of Justice since August 15, 19^2, at which time she was employed at the Special 
War Policies Unit located in the Hutchins Building. She was subsequently 
employed in the Foreign Agents Registration Section whore she remained until 
December 15, 19^8, at which time she was transferred to her present position. 

She became acquainted with JUDITH C0PL0N at the time the latter 
came to Washington to work in the Special War Policies unit as an Analyst. 

At that time Mr. JESSE MACKNIGHT was in charge of the analysts, 

' Mrs. LONGEST advised that she had no direct contact with the 
subject at first because the subject was employed as an Analyst and Mrs. 

LONGLEY had charge of the Docket Room. At that time subject shared an 
office with ELIZABETH MILLER with whom she did not get along well personally. 

During the early part of 1<&5, according to Mrs. LONGLEY, the 
Special War Policies Unit was dissolved and a limited number of Analyst were ' 
to be retained. At that time a question arose as to whether the subject who 
had received ah efficiency rating of '’good”, or a' young man, whose name Mrs. 
LONGLEY could not recall, who had received an efficiency rating of "very good" 
was to bo retained- as an Analyst. According to Mrs. LONGLEY, COPLON went to 
the Chief Administrator and had her efficiency rating raised and was thereafter 
retained in her position and the young man was discharged. Mrs. IONGLEY ad- 
vised that COPLON was an Analyst in the French Field. Both Mrs. LONGLEY and 
COPLON were assigned to the Foreign Agents Registration Section up until Mrs. 
LONGLEY recently transferred. 

It was Mrs. LONGLEY’ s opinion that COPLON was a very demanding 
and temperaental individual - ,one who demanded things which were almost im- 
possible to fulfill. She classified COPLON as a very energetic person for ■ 
whom no task was too big or too lowly. She described her as a very friendly 
girl who seemed to make friends with male associates much more quickly than 
with her female fellow employees. Mrs. L0NGIEY expressed the opinion that 
COPLON, in order to gain her own ends, would not always tell the' truth. 

About the time that COPLON went abroad in the spring. of 19^8, Mr. 1 
F0IEY who was the head of the Foreign Agents , Registration Section also took a 


t 
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trip to France. At that time a Mr. HOGAN who was a lawyer in the Criminal 
Division took over Mr. FOLEY 1 s work while the latter was away. Prior to the 
time Mr. HOGAN relieved Mr. FOLEY, Mr. HOGAN's work consisted of checking re- 
ports of the Federal Bureau of Investigation relative to Communist matters. 

According to Mrs. LONGLEY, he went through these reports and picked out the 
pertinent information in which the Department was interested. When Mr. 

HOGAN left this work to relieve Mr. FOLEY, COPLON who had returned from Europe 
was assigned to do the tiork formerly handled by Mr. HOGAN. Mrs. LONGLEY stated 
that COPLON had access to stacks of Federal Bureau of Investigation reports and 
she would frequently remain late at night and work on these reports. Mrs. 

LONGLEY recalled that on one occasion it had become necessary to conduct a 
very intensive search for a file dealing with the AMTORG Trading Corporation 
or TASS News Agency and this file was eventually found in a file drawer in 
COPLON »s office . Mrs. LONGLEY advised that it was also COPLON' s Job to 
read arti cles f rom foreign newspapers, reports of other governmental agencies, 
includi ng! I State Department and Army and Navy Intelligence reports.

It was Mrs. LONGLEY’s recollection that during the time COPLON 
was employed in the Hutchins Building one of her close friends was a woman 
named ROSE&ipx. ROSE FOX was secretary to Mr. LAWRENCE KNAPP and subsequently 
left the Justice Department to go to the State Department ' with “Mr . KNAPP. Mrs. 
LONGLEY stated that Mr. KNAPP subsequently left the State Department to become 
legal adviser for "New Republic" and ROSE FOX stayed at the State Department. 

According to Mrs. LONGLEY, it was the general consensus that the 
sister of ROSE FOX was an“3S tlve”CSSH5ni st . Mrs. LONGLEY could not recall 
the name of this sister and could recall no statements or activities on the 
part of this sister which led her to believe she was a Communist; however, 

Mrs. LONGLEY, did vaguely recall reading in some publication an article which 
identified this sister as being engaged in some type of Communist activities. 

Mrs. LONGLEY advised that COPLON always appeared to be extremely 
interested in the ^Information Bulletin" published by the Soviet Embassy and 
the publication entitled, "Soviet Russia Today". 

Mrs. LONGLEY recalled that during the latter part of 1<&7 or 
early 1<A8, she visited COPLON at Garfield Hospital. She related that 
COPLON was supposed to have been in. the hospital as the result of an appendec- 
tomy; however, COPLON was emphatic in her desire that her parents not be 
informed of the fact that she had an operation. 

Except as might be indicated above, Mrs. LONGLEY could recall 
no incidents, statements, or activities on the part of COPLON which would have 
led her to believe COPLON was engaged in espionage activities.

Mrs. LONGLEY related that subject and Mrs. ELDRED wore both 
aggressive types of persons vho vere inclined to ignore the usual administra- 
tive procedures in any natter on vhich they desired to get quick action or 
attention; that she had no knowledge of outside social activities of COPLON and 
Mrs. ELDRED together, however, she noted that in group parties and picnics of 
the office staff that Mrs. ELDRED, COPLON and ROSE FOX were very friendly with 
each other and seemed to share conversation and activities away from the 
other members of the party. 

I Mrs, LONGLEY also informed that it had been her duty to make 

the contacts between the Foreign Agents Registration Section and the State 
Department; however, subject and Mrs. ELDRE1) usurped this authority of Mrs, 
LONGLEY and proceeded to make these contacts themselves.

On March ■ 6, 1949 JESSE MACKENZIE MACKNIGHT was interviewed by 
Special Agents JACK TURTON and DONALD D. CONNORS at the Washington Field 
Office. 



Mr. MAC KNIGHT advised that he is currently employed as a Special 
Assistant to the Assistant Secretary for Public Affairs at the State Depart- 
ment. He stated he was born on. August 19, 1910 at Brooklyn, New York. He 
.stated his mother, ADA MARY HARRISON, was born in London, England, and his 
father was born in Athens, New York. Mr. MACKNIGHT stated he attended 
Pennsylvania State University from 1927 until 1931, at which time he re- 
ceived an AJ8. Degree. He stated he attended Clark University, Worcester, 
Massachusetts, from 1931 until 1934. In 1932 he received an M. A. Degree 
from Clark University. Mr. MACKNIGHT stated that he is married and has two 
children. He stated his wife's name is VIOLET. 


After MACKNIGHT completed his postgraduate work at Clark, he began 
touring the country with the Friends Service of the Quakers and interested 
himself in pacifist movements generally. He spoke before various student 
groups in behalf of the Inter-Collegiate Council affiliated with the League 
of Nations. MACKNIGHT explained towards the last of this tour throughout 
the United States while in Washington he approached -the National Council for 
Prevention of War and secured a position with them. He said he had become 
convinced that the only successful move for peace would necessarily have to 
be a unified intelligence action organization working for legislative reforms 
and interested in certain direct actions. He stated that he worked for the 
National Council from January, 1935, until sometime in the summer of 1939 
and that he was in charge of field operations for then and did legislative 
work in that he wrote letters, did. magazine articles 1 and .represented the 
National Council for Prevention of War in various meetings that this Council 
had with other similar groups. 

' i 

MACKNIGHT said that there was no evidence of Communist activities 
in the National Council during l the time that he worked for it. He emphasized 
that the Council did not follow the Communist party line with regard to the 
German invasion of Russia, i. e., the National Council did not regard the 
European War as an imperial war prior to the German invasion of Russia and 
as a people's war after this invasion. He advised that he did not always 
agree with the National Council for the Prevention of War because he thought 
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the Council 

decided to sever his connection with this organization in 1939* He said his 
opinion of the Council was that their stand was pro-neutrality and anti-Con- 
nunist. 

In October, 1939, MACKNIGHT went to work for the Farm Security. 
Administration, USDA, as an Assistant Research Analyst* He advised that this 
position was given to him by HAROLD LASSWELL and that it involved a study of ■ 
subsistence of homestead operations in Tiger Valley, West Virginia* He 
busied himself with this project until the spring of 1940 at which time in 
Sandusky, Ohio, he undertook a public opinion survey of Erie County, Ohio, 
which survey was financed by Time, Life, Elmer Roper, Columbia University, 
and others* The final outcome of this survey, which was an analysis of the 
voting habits of Erie County, was a book entitled, "People's Choice," by 
GAUDIT and BARELSON, 

i 

In about October, 1940, MAC KNIGHT returned to Farm Security and 
stayed there until December, 1940, completing the Tiger Valley Survey. 

In Dec amber, 1940, MACKNIGHT worked for the Library of Congress. 

He explained that the Rockefeller Foundation through LASSWELL made a grant 
of money to the Library for a research problem, He advised that he was 
connected with the Library of Congress until July 15, 1941, during which 
time he was concerned with a study of wartime communications. 

Following this employment, MACKNIGHT was an expert witness for 
the United States Justice Department in a case known as the JBOOK-NIGA Case 
(U. S. vs* RAPHAEL RUSH). This was a case involving the registration of 
foreign agents and MACKNIGHT acted as an expert witness until the "first 
half of 1941*" In June or July, 1941, MACKNIGHT returned to the Library 
but on July 16, 1941 was employed in the Special War Policies Unit in the 
United States Department of Justice as an Associate Research Analyst, 

In the fall and winter of 1941, MACKNIGHT was made Assistant 
Director of Organizations of Propaganda and Propaganda Analysis in the 
Special War Policies Unit* In June, 1942, MACKNIGHT was, made Director of 
this division, 

MACKNIGHT .first met Subject COPLON in "late *44" at which time 
she cane to him and asked for a job in his unit. She explained that she 
had been in New York City with the Anti-Trust Division of the Justice Depart- 
ment and a reduction in-force had put her out of work. At this time he 
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interviewed COPLON and contacted ROBERT TOHLFQR TH who had been COPLON' s 9 
chief in New York City. MACKNIGHT. w as questioned specifically in this 
connection and indicated that he had spoken to WOHLFORTH face to face on 
one occasion when WOHLFORTH was in Washington and that he had also talked 
to WOHLFORTH on the telephone and further that letters had been exchanged 
with regard to COPLON »s qualifications. He recalled that WOHLFORTH gave 
COPLON a good recommendation, MACKNIGHT was uncertain as to whether or not 
COPLON came to him only for employment and did not know whether or not COPLON 
had tried to obtain employment in any other section of the Justice Depart- 
ment, He did recall that there was no pressure brought to bear on him to 
give her a position and advised that no one had urged him to hire her. He 
advised that she came to work for him in Jamary or February, 1945, and that 
he was her supervisor .until he left the Department of Justice on December 29® 
1945. 


MACKNIGHT advised that he had a very slight social relationship 
with COPLON. He said that he would occasionally eat lunch with a group 
which included COPLON while both were employed at the Justice Department and 
that after he had transferred to the State Department he would on occasions 
return to the Justice Department on business and eat lunch with his friends 
in the Justice Department, He stated that COPLON might have been in the 
group on some of these occasions. He said t hat appro ximately once a month he 
would call COPLON on the phone or would call l lu sually in connection 

with business. He advised COPLON had never beerTTcThis home and that he had 
never been to her apartment. 

He recalled that about three weeks ago he had routed a mimeographed 
letter, published in Hungary and received in this country, to COPLON, 

He indicated that he considered COPLON to be an able employee, that 
she was in Grade P-2, and that he had given her an e xcellent efficie ncy 
rating. He said that COPLON was not as dependable as l ~1 but 

that in comparison to other P-2»s she should be classified as .excellent, 

MACKNIGHT said that COPLON had not introduced him to any of her 
friends outside of Justice and that, in his opinion, she did not have nary 
friends. 

He recalled that she had attended American University ostensibly 
to prepare for a Masters Degree but that he could not recall the exact dates 
of this attendance. He also recalled that COPLON had taken a course in 
photography in the Graduate School of the Department of Agriculture and was 
of the opinion that she took this course after he, MACKNIGHT, had transferred 
from the Justice Department to the State Department. 
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MACKN IGHT was questioned as to how,he would be familiar with 
COPLON* s Activities ’after his transfer from the Justice Department and 
replied that such activities were a. natter of gossip and would cone to his 
attention in his contacts with forcer Justice employee friends. 

He recalled that he had not seen COPLON since she returned from 
Europe but added that he had talked to her on the telephone with regard to 
this trip. He said that she. had told hin that she went to Europe alone, 
flew, and that the purpose of the trip was simply pleasure. He said that she 
had saved her coney, for this trip and that she took about three aonths off. 

He added that she sent hie a postal card showing the Eiffel Tower, He stated 
that he had never discussed the Hiss Case with COPLON or the Bentley dis- 
closures and he had regarded her as completely loyal to the United States and 
as anti-Conmunist, 

He said the nature of their work, required that they discuss the 
Communist Party and that the Party was sometimes the topic of conversation 
at lunch. He added that he saw nothing unusual in this and that he had never 
had any reason to believe that COPLON was a 'member or loyal to the Coacunist 
Party, 



MACKNIGHT said COPLON worked long hours during the war and indicated 
that both had worked on the registration problem of the United Cocaittee of 
South Slavic Americans,

MACKNIGHT stated that COPLON went to New York occasionally but 
advised that he thought that she was going to see her mother, whoa he under- 
stood to be sick, 

MACKNIGHT advised th at at about 9:00 o'clock Saturday morning he 
had received a phone call from | ft ho advised hin that COPLON 1 

had been arrested and told him to listen to the radio. MACKNIGHT said that b7C 
he had intended to go to the office and that, while there, had read t he story 
on the State Depart ment tic ker tape. He said also that he had called | 
later and had given l I the facts as they appeared on the news ticker, 

MACKNIGHT further advised that, upon his return home about 3:00 
o'clock in the afternoon on March 5, his wife had told him that LEWI^NEMZSH 
had called him long distance from Columbus, Ohio, MACKNIGHT staged NEMZER 
had been COPLON* s supervisor in the Justice Department after MACKNIGHT went 
to the State Department. MACKNICHT stated NEMZER had asked him what he thought 
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they could do to help COPLON in her present predicament and MAC KNIGHT said 
he told NEMZ2R to sit tight and to keep his nose out of it ma sraircn as 
neither of them knew the actual facts of the case. MACKNIGHT stated 
is presently a Professor at Ohio State University, Coluabus, Ohio, and, that 
he had left the Departnent of Justice in 1947. 


MACKNIGHT advised that he was completely shocked by COPLON’ s 
arrest and said that he was even core shocked than he had been while reading 
the report of the Royal Comission on IGOR GOUZENKO in Canada.

I never knew, heard or had cause to believe that 
she was involved in any activities such as have been ex- 
posed in the press. 

”1 knew that she was working in the Dept, of Justice on 
some of the most important work of our section. I assume 
she had the confidence of her superiors, Mr. WHEARTY, and 
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later Hr, FOLEY, when this important work was given her. 

I know she prepared some memoranda on various front or- 
ganizations that were used when these organizations were 
examined and placed on the Attorney General's list. Her 
every action never lead me to believe she would be engaged 
in any activity that would be to the aid of -any foreign 
government or to the detriment of the U, S, government. 

"Her contacts as far as I know were only in connection 
with her work at the Dept, of Justice. She contacted 
me several times since I've been at State Dept, in con- 
nection with the Rumanian Problems and some minor matters. 
I used to handle the Rumanian work at the Dept, of Jus- 
tice. 

"I never gave Miss COPLCN any information which she was 
not entitled to have. She never asked me for any in- 
formation which would cause me to believe now that she

QUINT advised he had net JUDITH COPLON on two occasions only. The 
first of these occasions was on a Sunday afternoon about ’’four weeks ago” when 
HAROLD SHAPIRO, who is a close friend of QUINT, -brought COPLON to QUINT’S 
home. qUINT explained that he had agreed to let SHAPIRO have some old dishes 
■vihich he, QUINT, had at his house and which SHAPIRO would need in his new 
apartment. QUINT explained that 'he could not place the date of this meeting 
any closer than as set out above. He recalled that COPION had spent perhaps 
three-quarters of an hour at his house and could not recall the nature of the 
conversation. QUINT said that the only other time he had seen COPLON was 
when the two met accidentally at the streetcar stop on Wisconsin Avenue near 
McLean Gardens and at that tine he had had a few moments conversation with her.

SHAPIRO stated he felt that he 
was extremel y well acquainted with COPLON and admitted that he had maintained 
I I friendship with her and upon occasion they had gone on short trips 

together to Baltimore and Philadelphia. 

SHAPIRO advised he was acquainted with the fact that' COPLON had, 
in the past made trips to New York City ostensibly to visit her parents and 
that he was certain she had gone to New York on, January 14 and 19, February 
18, and March 4, 1949. As he recalled, he had received the Impression from 
COPLON that the purpose of these visits were either to see her parents or to 
go out on dates or social engagements in that city. He further stated that 
upon occasion* COPLON had Stated she would be pleased if he accompanied her to 
New York but he definitely recalls she did not extend such, an invitation for 
March 4, 1949.

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At no tine had .it ever cone to his attention or had he ever received 
the slightest indication that OOPLON was engaged in any questionable or espionage 
activities nor had she appeared to bo imbued with any Communist leanings of 
any type. So far as he had been able to ascertain COPLON had been very pleased 
with her position in the Department of Justice and seemed extremely interested 
in her work. Approximately two weeks ago, however, she complained to him that 
her work had been changed somewhat and that she did not find it quite so 
pleasant because she was "doing the sane sort of thing all the time." 

In conclusion SHAPIRO advised that he had been shocked by the revela- 
tion of .COPLON as being engaged in espionage activities and stated he could 
conceive of no possible reason for her to have become engaged in such activity 
other than the fact that she night have become confused in some way. As 
SHAPIRO stated, although OOPLON was an extremely .intelligent girl and well edu- 
cated, she did not appear to be sophisticated or worldly and in many respects 
seemed to be naive. L

•1 first met JUDITH COPLON sometime in August, .1948, to the 
best of my rec ollection, at which tine she was in the office of 
I La nd HENRI PUTZEL.

my official duties to be in this office at the tine and was intro- 
duced to Miss COPLON by one of the above gentlemen. The next tine 
that I saw Miss COPLON was later in the summer either at a party 
given for Mr. A LEX CAMPBELL and Mr, VINCENT CiUIKN or at lunch with 
r I JUDITH and I started keeping company socially a 

short time before Christmas, 1948, and have continued a very close 
friendship and at no time did JUDITH ever give me reason to believe 
that she was engaged in any questionable or subversive activities. 
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To the best of say .recollection, I cannot recall that 'JUDITH ever 
took hcne any official' documents or other papers 'which had come 
into her possession in connection with her official duties. at. the 
Department of Justice.

I have been employed in the Foreign Agents Registration section 1 
of the Cepartnent of Justice for approximately the past year 
as a stenographer. In this connection I have been assigned 
to take dictation from, and to do stenographic work for. Miss 
JUDITH COPLON, and NATHAN LENVIN of the Foreign Agents Regis- 
tration section. 


Included in my stenographic duties, I prepared data slips 
containing excerpts from FBI reports at Miss COPLON 1 s direction. 

The excerpts which I typed on these data slips were informa- 
tion contained in FBI reports which Miss COPLON underlined and 
routed to me for the preparation of the data slips. Copies of 
the data slips were made for each person or organization under- 
lined by Miss COPLON, whereas the original data slip applied 
to and was intended to bo filed under the name of the main 
subject, which she indicated by underlining it twice. 

These data slips were filed under three breakdowns; namely, 
country, individual or organization. These data slips were then 
filed in Room 2220, which is the room occupied by Miss .COPLON, 
in unlocked cabinets arrayed against two walls of the room. 

I usually filed these data sbps in the filing cabinets although 
sometimes Miss COPLON filed them herself. 


It is ay understanding' that the FBI reports examined by 
Miss COPLON are reviewed by her in, connection with her 
official work as a political analyst* After I prepared 
the data slips J would' attach then to the particular 
FBI reports they were based on and return thea to Miss

Miss TAYLOR advised she 
would not destroy these notebooks but would "preserve them for possible 
reference by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

^iss TAYLOR stated that she has a number of FBI reports on her 
desk given her by Miss COPLON on which she is to prepare data slips 

Miss TAYLOR stated that in her desk draw is a. memorandum desig- 
nated to Mr. WILLIAM FOLEY, Chief of the Foreign Agents Registration section 
concerning the question of whether WINSTON CHURCHILL should be required to 
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register as an agent of a foreign principal. M jss_TAYLO R 
aenorandua was being prepared for Miss COPLON at the tine 
1:00 P.M., Friday, March 4, 1945. 

Miss TAYLOR expressed complete surprise and shock that Miss 
COPLON should bo in her present difficulty since she had no reason to , 
suspect Miss COPLON of activities such as she is charged with.

Mrs. RUTH ROSSEN. was interviewed by Special Agents CHARLES D. 
CHAPMA.N and CLIFFORD J. NELSON at the Washington Field Office on 'March 
5 » 1949. She advised that she has been employed by the Department of 
Justioo since 1935 and for the past month has been employed in the 
Internal Security section of the Department, in "Room 2222. She stated 
that COPLON was employed in the Foreign Agents Registration section in 
Room 2220. 


Mrs. ROSSEN advised she came to -work in the Internal Security 
Section one month ago and immediately thereafter met subject in the sense 
of meeting a fellow employee who occupied the adjacent room. Mrs. ROSSEN 
said that shesaw subject normally during the course of every working day. 
She advised that after she had been in the Internal Security section a 
short time, approximately two weeks ago, she started reviewing FBI 
Internal Security reports, reviewing same as to Communist activities by' 
various individuals, particularly looking for information as to violation 
of laws by such individuals for which they could be prosecuted, or 
violation of immigration laws for which such individuals could be deported. 
Mrs. ROSSEN stated that Miss COPLON had formerly .done this work, or so 
she understood. Within a few days after Mrs. ROSSEN started this work. 

Miss COPLON asked M rs , ROSSEN/to refer to her. Miss COPLON, reports 
marked Internal Security -,R (Russian) and any reports referring to or 
reporting infggmation relative to individuals contacting foreign legations 
or embassies 7p$!rs. ROSSEN stated this request seemed normal and natural 
to her in view of the fact that Miss COPLON had formerly reviewed these 
reports and she was working on Foreign Agents Registration matters. Mrs. 
ROSSEN stated that some time later Mr. FCLEY, her superior, had asked 
her how the reports were being routed and she replied she had told Mr. 

FOLEY she was not sure and thereupon Mr. FOLEY asked if Miss COPLON had 
said anything about the reports. Mrs. ROSSEN told. Mr. FOLEY, of th© request 
that COPLON had made. Mr. FOLEY thereupon toldMrs. ROSSEN to let Miss ■ 
COPLON have any reports asked for but. not to say anything about their 
conversation. 

Mrs. ROSSEN advised during her acquaintance with Miss COPLON 
as a fellow employee she had had no discussions of any nature with Miss 
COPLON except such conversation a? they would have concerning work they 
wore performing and even these conversations were very brief and to the 
point. She stated that she had no particular interest in Miss COPLON 
and as Miss COPLON did not appear to be a very friendly person this was 
the reason she had had no particular conversations with her. 
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Mrs. ROSSEN advised that the above constitutes tiar complete 
knowledge and contacts with Miss COPLON.

At approximately 12.13 p.m. on March 19, 1949, the writer was doing some work on 
his radio at home and by chance turned on Station WOR. A program was heard on 
which a male voice, identified as a Mr. FARRELL, was in conversation with, a female 
singer whose first name was given as MONICA. The man was in the process of making 
the statement that after the war ho had been attached with the Secret Service, and 
from his experience knew of the great danger which was run by an organization hav- 
ing leaks from within. He stated that it was very unfortunate that the FBI had 
had an employee such as Miss COPLON because when they send an Agent into a town 
under an assumed name with the intent of joining organizations to obtain informa- 
tion, 'that such an employee as Miss COPLON, knowing of the undercover agent’s exist- 
ence, would greatly endanger his life and the lives of others working for him. 

FARRELL*s conversation was definite in indicating that Miss COPLON was an employee 
of the FBI, and he did not mention anything about the Department of Justice. 

FARRELL later mentioned the fact that he had operated as an investigator in 
China during the war and had been instrumental in causing the arrest of 21 or 22 
Chinese spies merely by showing them the "House on 92nd Street," a motion picture 
film produced by the FBI. He did not state with what organization he was connected 
in China. At this time he called to the microphone LLOYD NOLAN, motion picture 
actor, making the comment that now we’ll’ find out about the inside of the FBI. 

He told NOLAN about his success in China using the "House on 92nd Street," and 
NOLAN asked if he had told Mr. HOOVER about it. I 

The above information as set forth by the writer is not verbatim. The^words usedi 
are selected in an attempt to express the thoughts conveyed by FARREIX. His at- 
titude was somewhat braggadocio, and it was apparent that he was very anxious to 
get into his program his background as a spy investigator of some sort. 

At the conclusion of the program comment was made by the announcer that this was 
the first broadcast of a n ew program which would be continued from 12 noon to 
12.30 p.m. on Saturdays over Station WOR. 

This is being brought to your attention in view of the fact that FARRELL may in 
the future make statements which might not be basically true, and further give the 
public the impression that Miss COPLON was an employee in the FBI itself and that 
the FBI had serious leaks. You may desire to bring this to. the attention of the SAC y'J 
covering WOR, which is understood to be located in Newark, N. J. Studios may be 
in New York City.

SUBJECT: LEGAL ASPECTS OF JUDITH COPLON CASE

Pursuant to the request of the Director, an analysis has been 
made of the Coplon Case concerning its legal aspects and the soundness 
of the case against both defendants, Coplon and Gubitchev. The indictme! 
returned by the Grand Jury on March 10, 1949 consists of four counts. (Co; 
of indictment is attached). Count, I charges Conspiracy. Counts II and IV 
charge attempts by Coplon to transmit documents to Gubitchev. Count III / 
charges an attempt by Gubitchev to receive and obtain documents^^^ * 

The questions of substantive lav; involved appear to present no 
difficulties. The questions of adequacy of. circumstantial evidence to establish 
facts to the satisfaction of a jury present another problem. There appear^ to 
be three principal problems involved in this respect: < - i "\ 



1. Proof of agreement to commit a crime. (Count I).

3. Proof that, documents involved relate to the National Defense. 
(Counts II, III and IV).

PROOF OF AGREEMENT TO COMMIT A CRIME 





It is well-established law that a conspiracy consists of two or more 
persons agreeing to conanit an unlawful act and an overt act by one in furtherance 
of the conspiracy. The burden of proof, is, of course, on the Prosecution. In 
the Coplon Case, it is quite evident there should be no difficulty in establishing 
U overt acts. More difficulty may be encountered, however, in establishing an 
JJ agreement between Coplon and Gubitchev. The courts have repeatedly held that 
’ the agreement need not be a formal one or subject to direct proof. 

"It is not essential that the agreement be in any specified 

form or that any particular words be used. It is enough if 

* the minds of the parties meet and join in ,an .understanding w§g- M-J 

to accomplish a common purpose. A conspiracy"* is rarely o u, *o| 
susceptible of direct proof ' as /conspirators seldom"reduce cn > r 

their agreements to writing _ or make public their unlawful 
plans, but direct proof is’hot ^necessary. The offense may 
be provJ^i by circumstantial evidence. _It may be deduced 
from stat^jgents, acts and conduct ^

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Without attempting to review all the evidence in the Coplon Case, 
it would seem that a full presentation of* the facts including the. nature of 
rthe documentary information in Coplon*s possession at the time of arrest; 

[the circumstances surrounding this meeting as well as previous ones between 
Coplon and Gubitchev; the unusual precautions exercised by both prior to, 
during and following these meetings, would adequately convince a jury of 
an understanding or agreement, a "meeting of the minds" as between Coplon and 
Gubitchev. 

We must consider, of course, that the Defense for Gubitchev will 
undoubtedly emphasize the. lack of positive or direct proof of any such 
agreement. We must endeavor to develop as much substantial evidence as 
possible relevant to this point. Efforts are presently being directed, it 
is understood, towards this objective. It would seem reasonable to conclude 
that this count is just as strong against Gubitchev as it is< Coplon because, 
unless these two defendants can both be included in the conspiracy, there 
is no case against either. 

PROOF OF ATTEMPT TO COMMIT A CRIME 

A good summation of the various decisions concerning what constitutes 
an attempt has been summarized as follows: 

"The question as to what constitutes an. attempt to commit a 
particular crime is often intricate and difficult to determine 
and no general rule has been or can be laid down which may be 
applied as a test in all cases. Each case must be determined 
on its own facts in the light of certain principles which 
appear to be well settled. An attempt to commit a crime is 
any overt act done with the intent to 1 commit the crime and 
which, except for the interference of some cause preventing 
the carrying out of the intent, would have resulted in the 
commission of the crime. An indictable attempt, therefore, 
consists of two important elements: (1) an intent to commit 

the crime, and (2) a direct, ineffectual act done towards its 
commission. 

"In a general way, however, it may be said that preparation 
consists, in devising or arranging the means or measures 
necessary for the commission of the offense and that the 
attempt is the direct movement toward the commission after 
the preparations are made. 

"The act must reach far enough toward the accomplishment of 
the desired result to amount to the commencement of the 
consummation. While it need not be the last proximate act 
to the consummation of the offense attempted to be 
perpetrated, it must approach sufficiently near to it to 
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stand either as the first or some subsequent step in a 
direct movement toward the commission of the offense after 
the preparations are made. Whenever the design of a person 
to commit crime is clearly shown, slight acts done in further- 
ance of that design will constitute an attempt and the courts 
should not destroy the practical, and common-sense administration 
of the law with subtleties as to • what constitutes preparation 
and what an act done toward the commission of a crime. 1 -’

It would appear that substantially all of the circumstantial evidenoe 
appropriate to establish a conspiracy would also be used to establish attempt* 
Since the last three counts of the indictment either charge Coplon with an 
attempt to transmit to Gubitchev certain documents, or charge Gubitchev 
with an attempt to receive documents from Coplon, it reasonably follows that 
we have just as strong a case against Gubitchev as against Coplon, because, 
to establish the offense as against one it is necessary to establish the 
■offense against both. 

PROOF THAI DOCUMENTS INVOLVED RELATE TO THE 
NATIONAL DEFENSE 


The Supreme Court has held that what is or is not connected with 
’National Defense” is properly a question of fact for the jury* 

'Whether or not the information obtained by any defendant 
in this case, concerned, regarded, or was connected! with 
the National Defense, is a question of fact solely for the 
* determination of this jury under these instructions.” 

Gorin v. N.S.

The contents of the "Data Sheets” or abstracts and other documents 
in the possession of Coplon at the time of arrest would be of interest to the 
Soviets by showing them what we know, our techniques, informants, subjects and 
extensiveness of our investigations. This information would obviously be 
of material assistance to the Soviets in planning their espionage strategy* 

We will^ of course, be confronted with the necessity of introducing 
these documents in evidence with possibly the necessity of producing the 
relevant. FBI reports at least' for examination by the judge. The extent to 
which these may be kept secret or undisclosed depends upon the rul ing of the 
courts 


Another’ problem in connection with this question concerns the 
extent to which the Department of Justice will go in producing witnesses to 
establish that the Data Sheets contain information relating to the National 
Defense, that her efforts went way beyond the scope of her work in the 
Foreign Agents Registration Unit, and that removal of these were contrary < 
to instructions* It is believed that this type of testimony could be of 
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material assistance not only in establishing their relationship to ‘ 

National Defense but also in establishing intent. 

The possibility of Gubitchev successfully using a plea of diplomatic 
immimity has not been considered as it is understood the State Department 
has concluded that he is not so entitled and that employees of the United 
Nations are not subject to diplomatic immunity as evidenced by the oath 
taken by such employe ess 


”1 solemnly (undertake, affirm, promise) to exercise in all 
loyalty, discretion and conscience the functions intrusted 
to me as a member of the International Service of the United 
Nations, to discharge its functions and regulate my conduct 
with the interests of the United Nations only in view, and 
not to seek or accept instructions in regard to the 
performance of my duties from any Government or other 
authority external to the organization*” 

CONCLUSIONS 

1* The case against Gubitchev is just as strong as the case against 

Coplon* 

2* If the Prosecution can establish a case under any one count, 
it would seem that a conviction on all four counts would necessarily result* 


3* It is believed the evidence is adequate to successfully 
prosecute both defendants* It would be advisable, however, to continue 
, efforts to develop any other evidence which would be pertinent to a successful 
prosecution*

ASAC Belmont, New York, called at 11:30 >’a.m. today arid' 
stated that the arraignment of Gubitchev began at 10:30 a.m. today 

and was just finished at the time of his call. The principal question 

today was whether or not Gubitchev would accept as his attorney JFowler 
Hamilton, appointed by the Court. 15*. Belmont*said there was considerable 
discussion with the Judge trying to explain to Gubitchev the rules and 
procedures under which he would be tried and he pointed out to Gubitchev 
that without counsel he would be considerably handicapped and would not 
understand what was trarispiring. „ ■ - 

Gubitchev made a couple of speeches -after asking for a translator. 

One of the speeches was provoking in that he asserted that he had been 
snatched off the street, that he didn’t even know that he had been arrested, 
and he claimed the entire matter appeared to be a comedy. He stated that in 
his country diplomats weren’t snatched off the streets as he had been and it 
reminded him of the procedures of the Middle Ages. The Judge then pointed out 
to him that he knew he was under arrest, that he, the Judge, had personally 
explained this to him at 5:30 a.m. and numerous times since. Further, the 
Judge had explained eyerything to him step by step, and that the matter was 
not a comedy. Hie Judge tried to make Gubitchev make a decision as to whether 

( or not he would use Hamilton as his attorney. The Judge also pointed out to 
him that the Court would have to decide on his diplomatic immunity. Gubitchev 
responded that the Court hadn’t given him diplomatic immunity at any time, and 
he did not see how the Judge could settle that decision. The Court tried t o 
make further explanation and ended up by setting the arraignment for 10:30 a.m.

He explained that the original 
of the abstracts is filed by subject matter and the several copies are 
otherwise filed under their system. It is possible from the original to 
determine the number of copies and where they should be filed. Mr. Foley 
did indicate that there has been some destruction from time to time which 
might interfere with the results of a check to see what copies of what 
abstracts are missing. He stated that abstracts relating to matters which 
can now be regarded as obsolete are the ones which can be destroyed and 
that current abstracts should be intact. 



I instructed Supervisor Delavigne of the Washington Field Office 
to check these abstracts to determine if any copies are missing of those 
prepared in the years 1948 and 1949 • I made- this limitation so that time 
will not .be wasted if this check proves to be fruitless or inconclusive. 

In the event it appears that the result of the check will make it worthwhile 
to go back further, appropriate instructions will be issued at that time.

When they 
came out of the building, they were accompanied by another man, identity un- 
known. .After talking for awhile in front of the building, Shapiro shook hands 
with both men and walked West on 20th Street alone.

resided at Mrs. SLOAN' s home at 321 Varnum Street, N.W., Washington, 
D» C. 


. Mrs. SLOAN was interviewed at her Houston residence on March 
23, 1949, at which time she stated that she recalled JUDITH COPLON- 
having occupied a room at her Washington hone for about one month 
sometime in 1943 or 1944. She stated she is unable to recall the 
exact date COPLON occupied this roan at her residence, however, she 
does recall that COPLON was brought to her home by a representative 
of the War Housing Authority in Washington. Mrs. SLOAN stated her 
two sons, PAUL and LEVIS, both left hone for service in the United 
States Army in late 1942 and early 1943, and that she registered’ 
her two roans with the War Housing Agency and as vacancies occurred 
she notified this agency who brought r.oomers to her house. She 
recalled COPLON told her shortly after moving to her residence that 
she wanted to find a small apartment and only paid rent for one 
month. She stated she does not recall COPLON having paid any addi- 
tional rent and believes she only resided at her place for one month. 

Mrs. SLOAN stated she recalled COPLON as being one of the

Coplon ’s purpose in calling 
Mendenhall was to determine whether he could make arrangements with 
Whearty so that the examination of Judith Coplon ’s effects at McLean 
Gardens and at her former office could both be done on the same day, 
namely Sunday, March 27.

Leningrad Institute for Civil Engineering in 1934 and graduated therefrom 
an 1940, From 1940 to 1944 , he worked as- a Construction Engineer, building 
both housing projects and factories for the U.S.S.R, throughout the Ural 
Regaon of Russia, Re explained that all "qualified 'men" were exempt from 
U.S.S.R, military service during World War II. • In 1944, GUBITCHEV went to 
Moscow in order to continue his education . • He enrolled at the Moscow Civil 
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Construction Engineering School, which he attended until the middle of 
1945* At that time, he was selected by the Personnel Unit of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs for duty in the Diplomatic Service. He was* first 
assigned to clerical duties at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Moscow, 
jji the early part of 1946, he was made a Third Secretary in. the U.S.S.R, 
Diplomatic' Service and later accepted employ ment as an Engineer with the 
United Nations., He, together with his y.*ife, 

arrived at the Fort of New York as passengers aboard the SS '..ASIIINGTCN 
on July 20, 1946.

to s eek or accept instructions in regard to the performance of 
my duties from any government or other authority external to 
the organization.” 

At the time of GUBITCHEV'S arrest, he was residing at 64 
Tibst lOSth Street, New York City, ana was assigned by the United ’Nations 
as an Engineer XIII to the .Administrative and Financial Services, Head- 
quarters Planning Office, 405 East 42nd Street, New York City. *His salary 
was reported to be $6, 600.00. On March 5 ', 1949, MR. TRYGVE LIE, United 
Nations Secretary General of the United Nations, suspended GUBITCHEV, *- 
relieving him of his official duties as an employee of the Secretariat, 
pending disposition of the charges against him.

Field Office , to the following Special Agents of the New York Office :

COPLON proceeded immediately to the ladies 1 room on the main 
level of Pennsylvania Station and remained there from' appro ximateiy 5:00 p.m. 
until 5:40 p.m.-' At this last time, she left and v/as followed by the above- 
named New York Agents, with the exception of Agent HALLEY. CCPLON purchased 
a “New York Star” newspaper and proceeded to the lower level of Pennsylvania- 
Station, where- she entered the Doubleday Bookstore at 5:44 p.m* . She remained 
there approximately ten minutes, walked across the arcade to the Station 
Drugstore, where she sat at the counter and ordered something. At 6:02 p.m., 
COiLOiJ left the drugstore and went to the IRT Subway Station, where she 
boarded an Uptown .Seventh Avenue Broadway Express. At 6:40 p.m,, she left 
the subway train at the 191st Street stop. She took the elevator to the 
street level and upon emerging from the station turned north on St* Nicholas 
Avenue and walked to Y/adsworth Avenue There; she turned left and followed 
Y/adsworth Avenue around in a curve to the intersection of 192nd Street, then 
east on 192nd Street and back to St. Nicholas Avenue, thereby circling the 
irregularly-shaped block between these streets. She then walked south on 
St.' Nicholas avenue to 190th Street, where she crossed, St. Nicholas Avenue 
and entered the drugstore on the northeast corner of that intersection. 

Aftc-r remaining "there a short period of time,, she left and walked west 
on 190th Street to Y/adsworth Terrace, turned right and walked north to 
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Fair view Avenue. COPLON then turned Teft and walked dovrn the dimly-lighted, 
winding hill on Fairviev: Avenue to Broadway. She then turned right (or 
north) and walked one block to 193' Street, where she stopped and waited 
on the northeast corner of the intersection of Broadway and 193 Street. 

She stood there for approximately ten minutes. 

At approximately 7:12 p.m., COPLON v;as met by a man, who was 
not known to any of the Agents- present, who came from a southerly direction 
on Broadway. After a brief greeting, they walked together in a northerly 
direction along Broadway to Nagle Avenue j then along Nagle Avenue to Bye km an 
Street j then left, or west, on Jyckman Street. The two then proceeded 
to the Deluxe Restaurant, an Italian restaurant, located at 143 Byckman 
Street, New York City. They were observed to sit in a booth on the west 
side of the restaurant. 

At approximately 7:45 p.m.. Agent MILLER entered the restaurant 
and sat in a booth on the opposite side of the restaurant. During this 
time the two were observed in conversation, and it was noted that the man 
was eating. COPLON was putting nickels in the music box attached to the 
wall in the booth. 

At 8:15 p.m., the two got up, tHe man paid the check, and they 
loft the restaurant together. The Agents on duty outside the restaurant 
at that time were Agents !IRADSXY, GARDE, MALLEI, ROBINSON and EREIMAN. 

Agent IElLLER did not attempt to leave the restaurant immediately after 
COPLCN and the man. 


The two walked west on Byckman Street to Sherman Avenue,’ 
then left on Sherman to Broadway. They then walked south on Broadway, 
during which time the Agents observed that COPLON was engaged in animated 
•conversation with the man and stopped on several occasions to gesticulate 
vehemently with a rolled-up newspaper. They crossed to the- west side of 
Broadway and walked along the park edge to the south end of Fort Tryon 
Parle on Broadway, where they stood on the corner for several minutes. 

The two then v.’alked up to and entered the tunneled footwalk entrance 
to the 190th Street— Overlook Terrace stop of the Independent Subway. 

This subway entrance is across the street from Broadway from their point 
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of original contact at 193' Street and Broadway. 


From approximately the time that the two entered the subway 
station, the. three Agents who were on the surveillance were Agents HALLEY, 
IfRAITKY and BRENNAN. 


The t5Vo boarded a Downtown Express Train and sat on the 
train together, conversing until the train reached the 125th Street stop 
of* the station. Just before the doors closed, the man hurriedly left 
CGFLON on the train, ran across the platform and boarded a waiting 
Downtown Local Train. Tne surveillance of GOPLON was discontinued in 
order to surveil the man. The man stayed on the local train until the 
next stop, which was -,116th Street. He got off the train, walked upstairs 
and proceeded to walk south on Eighth Avenue from 116th Street, He hailed 
a taxicab bearing New York State’ tags (1948) 035-652, which ho entered 
and which was driven to 116th Street and Broadway. At this point, the 
nan was observed to get out of the cab and go down-, the, subway entrance 
there. Ey the time the Agents got' in. the station, a southbound train- was 
just pulling away and the man was not. observed on the platform. 

It should be pointed out that the area described above 
through which COPLON walked from the 19ist Street stop of the IRT 'Subway 
•to 19 O' Street on Broadway was a very dimly- lighted, residential section 
of Upper Manhattan and was almost totally deserted. 


January 15, 1949; 


On the above date, Agents 1-ALLEY and BRENNAN, instituted a 
surveillance in the vicinity of 680 Park Avenue, New York City, which I s 
the building occupied by the. U.S.S.R, Delegation to tne United Nations. jGST| 

Shortly after 10:00 a.ra., the two Agents observed the man 
they had seen on the previous evening, as described above, enter the 
building at 680 Park Avenue. Agents ROBINSON and HRADS1CI were immediately 
sent to join Agents BRENNAN and MAT, LEY. At 11:35 a.m., this same man 
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loft 680 Parle Avenue and we nt to 64 Yost 108th Street, New York City. 

During this time, Agent KILLER was examining photographs 
of Russian Nationals in the U ni t e d 6 1 a te s and picked out a nicturc of 
VALENTINE ALEKSEEVICH OUBITCHEV* |®r* 

All of the six New York Agents mentioned above, who parti- 
cipated in the surveillance of COPLON on January 14, 1949,- can definitely 
identify the man GOPLCN contacted on January 14, 1949, as VAIEMTINE 
ALEKSEEVICH GU3ITCHEV. 

February 18,, 1949 ; 

On the above date, the Nev/ York Office was* notified that 
COPLON again intended spending the week-end in New York, and arrangements 
were made to cover her activities. The information was that she' was to 
arrive in Nev.* York City at 6:00 p.m. on the Pennsylvania Railroad, This 
train was late and finally arrived at 6:35 P.m. COFLON was observed to 
get off the train, run up the, stairs, during which time she broke the 
strap on her shoe, and then proceed to a bank of steel lockers, where 
sue chc-ciccd her suitcase in Locker No. 1207. At this time, she was being 
surveilled by Special Agents T. SCOTT KILLER, JR,, DIO? AS J. KC ANEPJSv/S, 
ROGER U. ROBINSON , MARTIN F. CASEY, ROBERT J. ;;IRTH, RAYMOND P. YIRTH 
and Chief Clerk SAPPHO FANGS. 

^ After checking her bag, COPLON hurried to the Eighth Avenue 
Independent Subway Station m Pennsylvania Station, whore she caught an 
Uptown Depress Train just as the doors were closing. Agents KILLER, 

-c ROBINSON and Chief Clerk KANOS were successful in getting 

on the train. The car .was very crowded and Agent KILLER was immediately 
behind COPLON. Immediately -after the. train started, COPLON opened her 
purse and began adjusting* some articles in it, at which time Agert KILLER 
noted that in one of the compartments of the purse, by itself, was a 
folded piece of onion skin paper, or possibly two sheets. TyocwritLng 
could be observed through the paper. At 7:10 p.m., COPT, ON loft the train 
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at the 190th Street — Overlook Terrace stop. She took the elevator" to 
the surface, being surveilled by Agents MILLER, J£ ANDREWS and Hiss 
JANOS . She left the building housing the subway station and entered a* 
deserted park, at which time Agent MULSH dropped off the surveillance* 

In the park, COPLON seemed very excited and asked' Agent 
IK) ANDRES'S and Miss JANOS hov/ she could get to Broadway, She "was" 
advised that Miss JANOS and Agent LfC ANDREWS'were' also ' looking for 
Broadway and were lost, to which COPLON said, "Oh, Godl" She then ' ’ 
retraced her steps to the building housing the subway station t‘6 seek 
the' proper route from the subway clerk. After talking with him', she ' 
caught the elevator down to the trick level and left the station through 
a tunnel leading to Bennett Avenue,- which runs parallel with' Broadway, 
one block west. As soon as she arrived at Broadway and 192nd Street, 
Agent L.C ANDREV/S and Miss MA.NOS dropped off the surveillance. 


Agents MILLER and ROBINSON observed COPLON when she“arrived 
at the corner of 192nd Street 'and Broadway, which was at approximately 
7:17 p.m. " 


Agent MALLEI had informed Agents ROBINSON and M3LE5R a 
fetw moments prior to this time that he had observed GUBITCKEV near the 
intersection of Broadway and Nagle Avenue, which will be described sub- 
sequently.

Upon arriving at the corner of 192hd Street and Broadway, 

COPLON crossed to the east side of Broadway and walked north across 193rd 
Street and stopped at that intersection' in front of a small store.- She 
stood' on this corner for a minute or so, then walked about ten yards 
north, turned around and walked south across 193rd Street about sixty yards*' 
She then walked back 'north almost to the corner of 193rd Street and Broadway, 
turned around and again went south about twenty yards and entered a shoe 
repair shop. She remained there about ten fidnutes, came out, walked south ' 
to some steps leading to an apartment house, stood there for several seconds. 
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then walked north again almost to the corner of 193rd Street . There she 
hesitated -a moment, stepped back one step,' looked around and then ’continued 
to the corner, turning east on 193rd Street • She began walking up the hill and 
turned to’ the right out of sight*. All the time COPLON v/as v/alking around 
the vicinity of 193rd Stmt and Broadway, she appeared to be looking for 
someone in an anxious and very nervous manner. 

Ihe above activity was observed by Agents LffLLBR, ROBINSON 

and 13LUBT. 

The following activity was observed by Agents ROBINSON and 
IffLLSR: ^ 1 . 

At app: oximately 7:58 p.m., COPLON v/as observed walking north 
on the west side of Broadway approaching 192nd Street* She crossed over 
the sidewalk to the curb, the. light being red against Broadway traffic* 

She began walking diagonally across Broadway in a northeasterly direction. 

At tli is moment, a man, knov/n to the Agents as VALENTINE A . GUBITGHEV,- 
was' observed walking north on the east side of Broadway. _ He v/as first 
observed at about the same spot, but across the street, where COPLON v/as 
first spotted, as described above, GUBITCHEV continued walking north 
and at about 8:00 p.m. pulled alongside of COPLON, who had just;- reached 
the sidewalk on the east side of Broadway. COPLON was observed adjusting 
articles in her purse- just as she stepped on the sidewalk. She turned 
her head to the right toward him and he walked over toward her and pulled 
alongside ,_ the two continuing to walk. GUBITCHEV leaned over toward her 
v nd said a few words and at the same time extended his hand in front of 
her. This contact, from the tine GUBITCHEV began walking immediately 
alongside COPLON until the time they separated, lasted no more than five 
seconds. C07L0N continued walking north, GUBITCIEV shopped, turned left 
and stood on the curb facing west. After a couple of seconds, he stepped 
off the. curb ana. stood behind so. parked automobile. He then crossed 
Broadway, walked west on 192nd Street to Bennett Avenue, and then turned ■ 
north to Bennett Avenue to the. entrance of the 190th Street — Overlook 
Terrace stop of the Independent Subway, which he entered at 8:12 p.m. Agent 
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HALLEY had joined .Agents ! TELLER and ROBINSON a few moments after tie separa- 
tion of COHO N and GUBITCHEV. About eight minutes after GUBITGI3V entered 
the subway, Agent HALLEY entered the subway and surveilled him to 64 
'.;est lOCth Street, where he resides. Me arriyed there at 8:45 p.m. 


Agents' RAYMOND P. -7IRTH, ROBERT J. V/2RTH and HARTS! F. CAREY 
observed COPLON remove .her bag from Locker No. 1207 at, Pennsylvania Station 
at approximately, 9:01 p.m. She ’.vent to the Independent Subway Station, 
where she boarded a Downtown Express Train, The Agents continued the 
surveillance to the High street stop in Brooklyn, at which time the sur- 
veillance was discontinued, 

, As stated above, Agent ? ALLEY, who was in an automobile in 
the vicinity of 193rd Stodb and Broadway, observed GUBITCHEV at 7:0 5 p.m, 
walking north on Broadway just above 193rd Street. Ho crossed Broadway 
and boarded a southbound bus at 7:08 p.m. 

. Agent HALLEY continued surveilling the bus until 7:13 p.m., 

at which time Agent HRAB3KY , accompanied by SA WILLIAM A; KOLAR in another 
Bureau automobile, recognised GUBITCHEV on the bus. 

HALLEY dropped, off the surveillance. 


At this 'time ,

GUBITCHEV got off the bus at 166th Street and Broadway and 
walked back to 168th Street, where he stood at the northbound Broadway 
bus stop. He then walked to the IRT Subway entrance and entered it. 

Ho immediately returned to the sidewalk level after descending the stairs 
a short distance and returned to the bus stop. At 7:35 p.m., GUBITCHEV 
crossed Broadway at 168th Street, and entered the IRT subway entrance, at 
which time Agents BRADS KY and KOLAR discontinued the surveillance* 
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March 4, 1949 

The following is a’ detailed account of the physical surveil- 
lance maintained on JUDITH COPLON and VALENTINE A. GUBITCHEV on March 4, 
1949. It is set forth in narrative form in order not to break the 
continuity of the activities engaged in by the two Subjects. Following 
this narrative of the activities of COPLON and GUBITCHEV, the detailed 
physical surveillance, logs of the Agents, will be set forth reflecting 
, the exact information to which each Agent is able to testify. 

The times noted, for the .particular actions of COPLON and 
GUBITCHEV are very close approximates. 


5:35 p.m. JUDITH COPLON was observed to arrive 'at. the Pennsylvania 
Station via Pennsylvania Railroad oh train arriving on 
Track #11., She the.n left the track level by the , 
escalator i 

5:37 p.m. COPLON proceeded to lockers near SAVARIN CAFE on lower level 
of Pennsylvania Station, and checked a red vanity-sized case-, 
in Locker #1035. Special Agents Thomas Mendenhall and Dudley 
Payne of the ‘Washington Field Office who had surveilled 
COPLON from Washington, D. C . to Hew York City, discontinued 
their surveillance of COPLON after she had checked her bag. 
COPLON was wearing a black cloth coat, had *a grey, figured 
bandana on her head, and carried a black pocketbook ■with gold 
trim. After .checking her bag, COPLON walked upstairs, 
through the men's waiting room 1 nd' to the main lobby of 
the Pennsylvania Station. COPLON then took the escalator 
upstairs and proceeded through the' arcade to 7th Avenue. 
COPLON walked north on the -west side of 7th Avenue to the 
north west corner of 34th Street and 7th Avenue, crossing 
to- the east side of >7th Avenue, and then proceeded. north 
to 37th Street. She turned and retraced her steps to 
V.EITZMAN'S BAR, 491 7th Avenue, located between 36 th and 
37th Streets, entering at approximately 5:45 p.m., and was 
observed sitting at the bar. 

During the course of the above, travel by COPLON, she had 
frequently glanced back over her shoulder and had stopped 
once and looked around. 
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5:55 p. in-. COPLON left the restaurant, crossing to the west side of 
7th Avenue and 37th Street and walked north to 42nd 
• Street. She then walked west along the south side of 42nd 
Streetto 8th Avenue.. She crossed 8th Avenue and entered the 
8th Avenue Subway .on the south east corner of 42nd Street and 
8th Avenue.. It was noted COPLON stopped occasionally to 
window-shop, but did nojt again, look back after leaving 
WEITZKAN'S BAR. 

6:10 p.m. COPLON, while in the subway, first walked toward the down- 
town turnstile, but then turned around and 'walked back to 
the uptown turnstile.. She stopped a man and appeared to ask 
him a question. She then entered the uptown turnstile and 
boarded a north-bound "A" train.

COPLON left the' "A" train at the 181st Street stop of the 8th 
Avenue Subway. She then -walked to the upper level of the sub- 
way station and walked south toward the 181st Street exit for 
a distance of about 50 feet. She then turned around and 
walked north toward the northern exit from the subway, which 
exit comes out at 184th Street. She turned once to look 
back as she neared the end of the platform and then left the 
subway.. It is noted COPLON was the only person to leave the 
subway by the exit to the north, and there, were no other people 
on that end of the platform. 

The surveillance of COPLON was discontinued at this point. 

COPLON was next observed walking north on the west side of 
• Broadway in the vicinity of West 187th Street. She continued 
walking north on Broadway. 

COPLON entered a small luncheonette on the west side of 
Broadway at 4451 Broadway between 190th Street and 192nd 
Street . 

'COPLON left the luncheonette and walked north on the west 
side of Broadway to West 192nd Street, where she crossed to 
the east side of Broadway and continued walking north. 

COPLON reached the corner of ’West 193rd Street and Broadway 
and there stood on the south east corner in front of a drug

store. She remained standing at this location for about 7 
minutes ,- glancing around the vicinity, apparently waiting for 
someone. 

COPLON left the corner and started walking south on the east 
side of Broadway. She halted .momentarily on two occasions, 
stopped for a moment, and appeared to be looking in the window 
of a restaurant approximately across* the street from the 
intersection' of 192nd Street and then c ontinued walking south 
on Broadway almost to Fairview Avenue, where she turned around 
and again walked north on Broadway. 

COPLON was observed in the vicinity* of West 193rd Street and 
Broadway. She crossed the 193rd Street intersection and walked 
about 30 or 40 feet on Broadway beyond this intersection, and 
then turned around and. ’walked back to the north east corner of 
Broadway and 193rd Street, where she- entered a cigar and 
candy store at 7:18 p.m. 

[a physical surveillance of VALENTINE GUBITCHEV at his place 

**of employment, the United Nations, 405, East 42nd Street, had 
previously been instituted^ At 4:50 p.m., GUBITCHEV was (U) 

observed at the intersection of 42nd Street and 1st Avenue, 
walking west from the above address , He was accompanied by 
an unidentified man. The two walked west on the north side 
of 42nd Street to the north west corner of Lexington Avenue 
and 42nd Street. They stood^ on the corner at that location 
for a few. minutes and then separated- at 5:05 p.m. 

It* was necessary to drop the surveillance of GUBITCHEV 
due to the fact that he ’was glancing around, and appeared to 
be- checking for a surveillance. 

VALENTINE A. GUBITCHEV was observed leaving the 191st Street 
I.R.T. Subway Station via the tunnel to Broadway at 190th 
Street. 

GUBITCHEV was observed walking north on the east side of 
Broadway in the vicinity of 192nd Street. He f continued- walking 
north on Broadway to the south east corner of Broadway and 
Yfest 193rd Street, where he entered a drug store at 7:25. 

GUBITCHEV left the drug store almost immediately after entering, 
unwrapping what appeared to be a package of Life Savers , or 
a similarly-sized item. He stopped momentarily, glanced around

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the vicinity, and then started walking south on the east 
side of Broadway,-. At a point approximately opposite the 192nd 
Street intersection, he hesitated momentarily at the curb 
and then crossed the' north west corner of Broadway and 192nd 
Street, where he stopped a.t a bus stop at 7:27. 

It is noted COPLON v/as still in the cigar store on the north 
west corner of 193rd Street and Broadway while GUBITCHEV 
was in the area. 

COPLON left the cigar store, -glanced around the vicinity, 
crossed 193rd Street and continued walking south on the 
east, side of Broadway, at which time GUBITCHEV remained 
at 192nd Street on the -west side of Broadway. It is not 
known whether either of the Subjects saw each other at this 
timej however, there is no indication that they did see 
one another , 

COPLON was observed in the vicinity of 191st Street, 
continuing south on the east side of Broadway to 181st 
Street where she crossed to .the west side and entered 
Bickford's Restaurant on the south west corner of 181st 
Street and Broadway, entering at 7*41 p.m. She went to the 
rear of the restaurant behind a partition. 

GUBITCHEV had continued to wait on the,, north west corner of 
192nd Street and Broadway at a bus stop since 7:27 p.m. 

He had let two buses go by, and at 7:36 p.m., had moved out 
of sight momentarily. At 7:40, however, he was back at the 
bus stop on the same corner., 

COPLON left Bickford's Restaurant, and began walking north 
on the west side of Broadway. 

A south-bound bus stopped at the north west corner of 192nd 
.Street and Broadway, and GUBITCHEV was seen approaching the 
front door of the bus. He apparently boarded the bus, as 
no one remained' at the bus stop after the bus had departed. 

GUBITCHEV was seen leaving the Broadway' bus at 187th* 

Street, which is just one stop from 192nd Street. He started 
walking south on the west side of Broadway,- and at this same 
time, COPLON was walking north on the same side of the , 
street. 
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C0PL0N passed VALENTINE GUBITCHEV between 185th Street and 
186th Street on the west side of Broadway. He was then walking 
south, and she was walking north at this point. He 
stopped, but COPLON brushed by and threw her head back towards 
him over her shoulder, but did not slacken her pace. 

He appeared surprised that she, did not stop.,, He waited a 
minute or- two and. then followed her walking north.

GUBITCHEV overtook COPLON from the rear, just north of 189th 
Street on the west side of Broadway. He altered his pace 
to hers and walked on her right side for a distance of about 
5 or 6 paces . Nothing was observed to, pass between them at 
this point. 

GUBITCHEV then increased his pace and drew ahead of COPLON, 

.and veered to the. curb-side of the sidewalk. COPLON fell 
behind and drew to the inside of the sidewalk. Both were 
still going in the same northerly direction. At- 190th 
Street, GUBITCHEV continued north on Broadway alone* COPLON 
turned west on to 190th Street and ’walked up the hill along 
the south side of the street, 

COPLQN doubled back to Broadway, still on the south side of 
190th -Street . She crossed Broadway and entered the I.R.T. 
Tunnel at 190th Street and Broadway at 8;01 p.m,. 

GUBITCHEV was observed walking north on the east side of 
Broadway in the vicinity of 192nd Street. He continued to 
the corner of Broadway and Nagle Avenue, -turned right on 
Nagle,, and walked north east on the east side of Nagle,- He 
crossed Nagle Avenue and proceeded west on Ellwood to the 
south east corner of Broadway and Ellwood, at ’which point 
there is a bus stop. He was- last, observed at 8:08 p.m* at 
this location,- ana is believed to have caught a north-bound 
bus . 

COPLON, as stated, entered the I.R.T. Subway Tunnel, which 
she took to the 191st Street and St, Nicholas Avenue stop 
of the I.R.T. 

COPLON boarded a . -downtown I.R.T.- Subway Train, which she 
left at 42nd Street and 7th Avenue or the Times Squarestop, 
at 8:34 p.m. 
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C0PL0N left the .subway and stood, on the north ei st corner of 
7th- Avenue arid 42nd Street next- to a United Cigar Store; 
where she appeared to be waiting for someone. 

COPLON was observed sauntering north on 7th Avenue to a 
.point near 43rd Street, where she doubled back on the same 
side of the stre'et, returning to her original position at 
7th Avenue and 42nd Street, about two minutes later,. 

COPLON was observed walking west ori 42nd Street from 7th 
Avenue at a ‘moderate pace, followed by VALENTINE GUBITCHEV. 
GUBITCHEV was first seen near the I.P..T. Subway exit on 42nd 
Street just west of 7th Averiue, and was about 15 feet 
directly behind COPLON, and appeared to be checking her for a 
surveillance. 

•GUBITCHEV passed COPLON as they neared the corner of 9th 
Avenue and 42nd Street, After passing under -the Hotel Holland 
marquee, GUBITCHEV began running for a -waiting south-bound 
9th Avenue bus, which he boarded at about 8:53 p.m. COPLON, 
upon seeing GUBITCHEV running for the bus, did likewise, and 
boarded the same bus immediately behind GUBITCHEV.. This 
was Bus No. 89. 

Bus 89- was observed proceeding south on 9th Avenue, at about 
22>nd Street. 

VALENTINE; GUBITCHEV was observed sitting on the right side of 
Bus No. 89 in a seat just to the rear of the side exit door, 
which Is located toward the rear of the bus. JUDITH COPLON 
was observed seated dn the left side of the bus across the 
aisle and several seats forward of GUBITCHEV. She was located 
at approximately the middle of the bus, and -was facing 
forward . The bus was largely unoccupied, with no more than 
orie-half dozen passengers . 

GUBITCHEV and COPLON .left Bus ‘No. 89 at the north west comer 
of 9th Avenue and. ,14th Street. The two stood on the corner 
for a fe-w minutes, and then crossed 14th Street to the south 
west' corner of 14th Street and 9th Avenue. They then stood • 
together ori the corner for several moments, looking about 
in all directions. The neighborhood was very quiet, and the 
sidewalks in the vicinity almost deserted. GUBITCHEV and

C0PL0N then crossed 9th Avenue to the south east corner of 
14th Street and Hudson Street, the latter street being a 
diagonal extension. of 9th Avenue, south of this five-street 
intersection. GUBITCHEV and COPLON stood together on this 
corner for several- moments , glancing all around the area 
before proceeding east toward' 8th Avenue on the south side 
of 14th Street. After proceeding approximately 10 paces 
east, they stopped and looked about in various directions for 
several moments .

, GUBITCHEV advised that he understood his. rights as outlined 
above. GUBITCKEV furnished his name, address, occupation/ i;ho identity of 
his wife and daughter and decl ned to answer any other- questions concerning 
his activities on March 4, 1949 unless a representative of his country was. 
present to give official approval to GUBITCKEV to' answer these questions. 
GUBITCKEV refused to answer any question involving his activities on the day 
or evening of .March 4,, 1949,. He stated that he did not know the identity of 
the- young lady in whose company he was observed by Bureau agents on the even- 
ing of March 4, 1949, and, who has been identified by Bureau agents as JUDITH. 
C0PL0N. & ' * 


In this connection GUBITCHEV stated that ho had never known 
any person by the name of JUDITH COPLON. GUBITCHEV stated that he had nev^r 
seen this woman during the evening of March. 4, 1949 prior to his arrest. He 
also stated -that he. had T never, seen JUDITH COPLON at any time prior to his arrest. 
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GUBITChEV refused to enter into any discussion of the subject 
COPLON. Ho stated that he had never engaged in any espionage or other illegal 
activity and advised that he had never been employed by any intelli° - encp 
service. GUBITCHEV did state that the y!25.00 found in an envelope on his 
person at the time of the search was his money which he intended to use for 
the purchase of household goods. In view of GUBITCHSV'S refusal to answer 
. any questions concerning his association with COPLON on March 4, 1949 or prior 
thereto the balance of the interview was devoted to obtaining GUBITCBEV'S 
background information which GUBITCHEV freely voluntoerod to the interviewing 
agents. ' The interview with GUBITCHEV was terminated on the specific instruc- 
tions of RAYMOND YfflEAETY, a Special Assistant to the Attorney General at 
2:37 a.M., March '5, 1949. 

The period between 2:37 and GUBITCHEV* S initial appearance 

before USDJ RIFKIND at 4:48 -n.fci. , March 5, 1949, was devoted to making 
GUBITCHEV comfortable by offering him food, rest and requesting his signature 
on receipts- of property removed from his person.

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The following is the background information that GUBITCHEV 
volunteered to Special Agents Thomas J. McAndrews and Robert J. Wirt h 5 

He advised that his full name is VAIENTINE ALEKSEEVICH GUBITCHEV, 
and that he had never used any other names; that he was born June 24* 1916 at 
Qrel, USSR, and that his wife, I l USSR. 

He stated that he married his wife, I [ in 1933 at Leningrad, and that~ ~they 
have one child, a daughter J I who was born in I I USSR, 

He advised that he has no living relatives -other than his wife and daughter, 
and explained this by stating' that ail, of them had passed away from natural 
causes during World War II, He further advised that his wife wa s an orphan 
and had no living relatives other than he, GUBITCHEV, and child, f~ ~| 

He stated that he enrolled at the Leningrad Institute For 
. Civil Engineering in 1934 j that he attended this institute for six years, 
studying Civil Engineering,, and that he also attended English courses during 
his "first three years of attendance at the institute* He advised that he 
graduated in 1940 and wAs immediately assigned to the Ministry of Construction* 
that his duties with the Ministry of Construction were the building of housing 
projects and factories. He stated that he was so employed until 1944, and 
during this tenure of employment, was assigned to work in the Ural Region of 
the USSR* , 


He explained that he was exempt from military service in- the 
USSR armed forces during World War II as he was "a qualified man" and as such 
was assigned to -work for which he Y/as trained* GUBITCHEV stated that in 1944 
he went to Moscow in order to complete his education, where he enrolled in the 
Moscow Civil Construction Engineering School, which school he attended, studying 
Civil Engineering until the middle of 1945 o According to GUBITCHEV, at that 
time he was selected by the Personnel Unit of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
for duty with the USSR diplomatic service* He advised that he was selected 
for this duty as it v/as knovm that he had studied English for three years at 
the Leningrad Institute and had also continued home study of the English 
language* 

GUBITCHEV stated that his knowledge of English was the only 
reason he knew of for his selection by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs for 
diplomatic service. He stated that he was first assigned to clerical duties 
at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs in Moscow* Early in 1946 he was made a 
Third Secretary in the USSR diplomatic service, but continued his clerical 
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duties for some time* ' 

In this connection, he stated he had never attended a special 
school wherein he was trained for his diplomatic- work or related work/ and 
again reiterated that the only advanced formal education he had received was 
at iihe Leningrad Institute For Civil Engineering, .and the Moscow Civil Con-

Following the apprehension of COPLON and GUBITCHEV upon Bureau 
instructions, Mr. Raymond P. *7hearty, Special Assistant to the Attorney General, 
was Brought to the New York Office* He- communicated with Mr. Peyton Ford of 
the Department relative to the particular charges against COPLON and GUBITCHEV. 

A complaint was drawn up, alleging a violation by VALENTINE A. 
GUBITCHEV and JUDITH COPLON of Sections 371, 793, 794 and 2071, Title 18, U. S. 
Code. This complaint was signed by SA T. Scott Miller, Jr. in the presence of 
Judge Simon H. Rif kind on March 5, 1949.

At Hi 00 a.m*. Judge Rifkind held the arraignment, ,at which time 
COPLON'S attorney, BERTRAM ADAMS, waived hearing. ’Her bail was set at $20,000. 

At the arraignment GUBITCHEV still had not obtained counsel, and 
his bail was set at $100,000. In default of bail both COPLON and GUBITCHEV were 
turned, over to the custody of DANIEL J..McCARTAN by agents, GUBITCHEV was 
committed to the 'Federal House of Detention and COPLON to the Womens House of 
-Detention,. March 5, 1949. McCARTAN is U.S. Deputy Marshal.

On the morning of March 23, 1949 Mr. JAY BIVENS', Chief Counsel 
for the Aetna Casualty Company, Kansas City, Missouri, and with whom I 
attended law school at the University of North Caroling, informed me 
that he has recently read in the press that one ALEXA tt BE Rj ^ClJ ^E K, a n 
attorney of the New York area, is representing JUDITH COPLON. 



Mr,. BIVENS stated, while connected with the Aetna Casualty 
Company in Philadelphia, he had occasion to appear in court in some 
' cases in which some claimants were represented by PALMER. He described 
PAIMER as a Russian who has Anglicized his name, that PALMER is decidedly 
offensive, is a difficult attorney in court, and is given to making 
sententious remarks and usually is in contempt of court. Mr. BIVENS 
informed me he does not know PAIMER well but his contacts with him 
have been decidedly unpleasant and he believes him to be an individual 
who is communistically inclined although of this he has no distinct 
‘'proof and" that he associates with persons who are so inclined. Mr. 
'BIVENS also added that he is certain that PALMER is the type of attorney 
who would not appear in a law suit unless he were paid a large fee.

This includes a copy of a letter which Bert 
Cop Ion delivered to officials at McLean Gardens in the presence of an Agent 
in order to gain access to Miss Coplon’s apartment. At the time he delivered 
this letter he stated that it was a letter written by his sister. It would 

' appear, that this would be a good known specimen of her handwriting and that 
Bert)^>oplon could identify it. as such if he.nvere used as a witness for the 
Government . In this regard, he could also undoubtedly identify her hand- 
writing as it appears in the Department’s personnel file. 

(3) Mr. Delavigne advis’ed that known handwriting of Coplon is also 
being obtained from the Passport Application file of the State Department. 
Other handwriting is available at the City Bank and Lincoln Bank, but this 
would have to be obtained by subpoena. 


(4) FBI Examiner Webb is preparing charts for his testimony on 
the handwriting and typewriting appearing in the material Miss Coplon had 
when arrested on March 4, 1949.

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NATHAN T. ELLIFF is presently practicing law as a partner with his father. 

As soon as the agents introduced themselves to ELLIFF, he remarked that he 
knew the purpose of the visit. 

ELLIFF explained his connection with JUDITH COPLON by saying that he had 
been in the Criminal Division of the Department of Justice at Washington, 

D. C., from November, 1940, to Thanksgiving of 1946, and then had been on 
terminal leave, making occasional visits back to Yfeshington from. Pekin, 
Illinois, until he was finally dropped from the rolls of the Department in 
early 1947. 

About January 1, 1946, the Criminal Division of the Department took over 
the War Division and the Foreign Agents' Registration Section, which was 
housed in the Hutchins Building, Washington, D. C. ELLIFF was placed in 
charge of the Foreign Agents' Registration Section, but he also retained 
his position in the Criminal Division. Inasmuch as the two sections or 
divisions were located in separate buildings, ELLIFF explained that he 
. spent about two to three hours a day at the Hutchins Building and the balance 
of his time in the Justice Building. He made a habit of appearing in the 
Foreign Agents' Registration Section from about 10:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m., 
and again in the afternoon from about 4:00 or 4:15 p.m., to 5:Q0 p.m. 

ELLIFF believed that when he took over the section as its Chief, JUDITH 
COPLON was employed there as a P-1 Political Analyst. He was unable to 
recall her clearly, couldn’t remember nothing about her work except that 
it was possible that she was adept at speaking and reading the French 
language and he had her assigned in the French propaganda section of the 
Foreign Agents* Registration Section. Her job would have been to check 
foreign propaganda and handle the clerical phase of registering those 
individuals who had to be registered under the Foreign Agents’ Registration 
Act ,• 

He could remember nothing about COPLON' S work and advised that he had no 
association with her outside of office hours, could not recall talking to 
her even on business in the office except on one or two occasions, 
knew nothing about her character or moral habits, and # advised that while 
he v/as with the Department of Justice supervising JUDITH COPLON he is 
fairly sure that she did not have access as a general rule to any 
confidential information which would be included in reports from the FBI 
or other sources which were considered important and confidential to the 
Department. She merely handled propaganda furnished to' the Department by 
French agents entering or already in this country. 

He suggested that if LARR^flflNAPP,. former Chief of the Section of the 
Department, or DAVeJ&OOK^TAVER, ELLIFF’ S assistant in the Section, had

not been interviewed, they probably would be able to furnish more direct 
and valuable information concerning the work habits and character of 
COPI/DN. ELLIFF himself had no information to offer concerning COPLON'S 
loyalty or disloyalty, saying that he was not in a position to have 
obtained such information. 

ELLIFF then volunteered the following information, advising that he had 
heard that his name, had been furnished' to the House Un-American Activities 
Committee as a Conmunist employed in the Foreign Agents' Registration 
Section^ He had also heard, that, this information had not come to light 
until the recent .arrest of JUDITH COPLON, and he desired to give his story 
concerning the appearance of His name, on any list of names, which might' 
indicate that, he was a Communist. * 

Shortly after the Criminal Division absorbed the Foreign .Agents' Registration 
Section,, it became necessary, due to,. budgetary limitations,, to cut 
approximately fifty per cent of the personnel from the section. As a • 
result ELLIFF, ROY^fxCAULEY and NATHANJ^RANKE, after a survey 'had been 
made of the sect^Pon by the FBI, reviewed all the... personnel files in the' 
section and. .decided 'in the manner of a jkhel board who to retain and who 
to let go, using retention schedules,, paying some attention to senority 
and taking all .factors into consideration’ including thai -of security to 
the United . State, s,. Here, again,, ELLIFF advised that at this time he must 
have .reviewed the personnel file of 'JUDITH COPLON and still • could not, 
recall that there was anything which made' him suspicious of her in the 
way of a security risk. In any event, '■is v a’ v 'resuit' : of this budgetary cut 
in personnel,, ELLIFF advised that h^ was partially responsible* for the 
dismissal or release of one STEVE^lvISCIffiR, (phonetic) A ' ' “ '' 

In addition to other personnel of the Foreign Agents* Registration Section, 

ELLIFF recalls that of all the persons released as a result of this 

necessary cut. in personnel, MAMSCHER was the only one who objected 

strenuously and apparently was very angry in a personal sort of a way 

both at ELLIFF and BOOKSTAVER, who was acting as ELLIFF* S assistant, and 

also JIM McINERNEY, ELLIFF' S superior in the Department of Justice* 

MAMSCHER vigorously protested to i ELLIFF concerning his release, and 

McINERNEY advised ELLIFF that MAMSCHER also appeared before him and objected 

to his release'. Until that time, ELLIFF knew nothing ‘concerning, MAMSCHER 

and had ha<J no difficulties with him and was hot, aware, -that his f release 

had left any lasting, impression oh MAlfiCHER. or had affected the’relation- 

sh'ip between himself and MAMSCHER in any way.

ELLIFF advised, that* the reasorLhe, left MAMSCHER go was- because it was the 
consensus of the panel board, which reviewed the file, that’ the Department 
of Justice would benefit more by the release of high salaried analysts, 
which included MAMSCHER, Y/ho, in his opinion were* unnecessary because the 
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bulk of the work performed by the Foreign Agents' Registration Section was 
more of a bookkeeping and .clerical type of work. Release of high-priced 
analysts would 'allow the retention of lower salaried analysts and employees 
to do this work.. 

In addition to that ELLIFF reported that the Department would benefit by 
the release of the high priced analysts because these analysts, generally 
speaking, had the impression that they .were investigators and; on many 
occasions would, set themselves up as superior to the. Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. ELLIFF advised, that inasmuch as ‘he had the facilities of 
'the /FBI available to the Department' to assist him in his, work,' he figured 
that additional investigators were unnecessary. . 

ELLIFF advised that MA?.SCHER, in his opinion, was the source from which 
■the House 'Un-American Activities Committee obtained his name as that of a 
Communist in the. Foreign Agents 1 -Registration Section. * ELLIFF knew that his 
name appeared in such a, list'. He stated .that he knevr this because he 
had. received a caii from Congressman HAROLD A. VELDE on March ' 6, 1949, 
after* other phone, calls had been made ‘arid, received by ELLIFF with; JIM 
McINERNEY, DAVE BOOKSTAVER and ALEXANDER CAMPBELL. From , these . phone calls 
ELLIFF reconstructed the following story:

At the time the personnel was ‘being dismissed,-' STEVE* MMSCHER was released, 
and he is'- the .one - who bitterly c’omplained to ELLIFF and McINERNEY and 
was very angry over his dismissal. As a result, MAMSCHER went, to the 
House Un-American Activities Committee 'and' gave the ; name of ELLIFF, COPLON, 
BOOKSTAVER and LOUISoWEMSER (phonetic) as being Communists in the Foreign 
Agents' Registration 'S'ectionV This move, according '.to ELLIFF, was 
motivated, by a resentful attitude on the; part of MAMSCHER. 

ALEXANDER CAMPBELL, in a telephone call subsequent to publicity in the 
COPLON’ case, asked ELLIFF if he recalled an- investigator for the House 
Un-American Activities Committee by the name- of RUSSELL. Although, at the 
time ELLIFF did hot recall the name, ELLIFF has how been able to recall 
that RUSSELL had appeared in his office as an investigator for the House 
Un-American Activities Committee and, asked ELLIFF, as head’ of the section, 
for confidential files- of the Department* which included reports from the 
FBI. ELLIFF refused the request and explained that it would be .taken up 
with higher authorities, in the Department, which included JIM McINERNEY 
and a "man by the -name* of "McGRANNERY,- for- .their opinion* as to the release 
of the files. He' recalls that RUSSELL was upset because his request was 
refused but ELLIFF can recall, nothing more *about his attitude or the 
./conversation. -

Subsequently ELLIFF did .write* a, memorandum’ referring! the request .to the 
higher authorities mentioned' and recalls. 'discussing the situation, personal- 
ly with JIM McINERNEY. to a .subsequent call made ■ 'by ALEXANDER CAMPBELL * 
to ELLIFF," CAMPBELL advised" ELLIFF that the Department has now found -in 
its files the memorandum written by ELLIFF, which is referred to above, and 
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
